rundown on the functions and services of Drug Aid 
showing the fact of how it is reflecting in someone off 
the street and possibly questions of the workers. Drug 
Aid began functioning as it is now in or as a crisis 


intervention programme. We have twenty-four hour 


service run by trained staff. We have a drop in drug car 


which means that if a person calls up at any time of 
night, French or English, our staff volunteers. We can 
ether, igo, to their home.jand try .to help.him,, or bring 


him back to Drug Aid. After the initial emergency, we 


have a thing called follow up counselling, a thing which 


follows our initial emergency. Each case is filed and 
counsellors are assigned to each one of the case files 


for follow up. Among follow up counsel we have people 


in out-patient therapy, which means that we receive peopl 


referred to us by the hospitals and sometimes by 


probation departments and other civic services, sometim 


parents will call up and refer their children to us, and 


sometimes the children will refer their parents to us. 
We also have faculties for family counselling. We have 
community education, which means that our counsellors, 
myself, go on to the schools, especially the Protestant 
School Division. One of our problems is that our 
approach to drugs and our techniques in the schools, 
kind of tear us from any availability to the Catholic 
School Commission. The Catholic School Commission 
enjoys a process of the hard approach, which means the 
films and bringing ex-addicts into the schools and 
giving a relatively negative approach to drugs. 


is against the concept of Drug Aid, since right now we 
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hope that our programme reflects what 1s going one, and 
we take a relatively non naive approach. This means 
that we go into the schools --- 
DR. LEHMANN: What approach, I am sorry. 
MR. COZEN: A non naive approach. Our 
approach consists of reality because of the school in 
the streets. For example, when we go to the schools, 
especially high schools in the area, we do not promote 
marijuana or hash or acid, but we accept the fact that 
the kids are already using it. This means that if we go 
into the schools and we start to give bad facts, or raw 
facts about the drugs the kids are using, they know that 
it’is false fact and they know it's a tainted fact when 
the time comes when they are talking about things like 
speed and heroin and barbiturates and solvents, well ifev! 
could not trust the facts about smoke, how could they 
lay any weight on the facts about hard drugs. So what wel 
do is always concede smoke. When they ask the question, 
"Why; does marijuana lead to heroin", well we say, 
"ohysiologically certainly not", but it provides the 
mark where a person may come in contact with hard drugs. 
Also this approach comes to us at Drug Aid itself, because 
the question is asked, "Does Drug Aid get people on to 
drugs?" Certainly not. We help. We do not go out and 
evangelize to the kids about drugs because your 
Commission said itself that percentagew1se in our 
geographic area we have more than 50% of the city's 
addicts right in this area. So because we are unnalve 
about it and we know there may be dealers inside of 


Drug Aid, we know that a person May be holding, but we 
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REPORTING SERVICES =-6= 
kept up with our rule and said, "No holding, no dealing 
in Drug Aid", otherwise three-quarters of the kids in 
che ghette Will not come in. 

Like I said we try to be relatively unnaiv 
I have been involved in certain speaking engagements 
where the RCMP was involved. Some of the areas like 
psychologists and counselling and a lot of the police 
representatives. And there is a marked distinction 
between our two approaches. The police are coming over 
to our side because they are relatively --- they are 
cooperating with Drug Aid and getting involved in our 
programme to the point where before this summer, if 
someone was picked up on the street, tripping or wrecked 
on smoke or whatever it might be, even into hard drugs, 
if a person was in bad shape,in an emergency they would 
not take him now to the police station but bring him to 
Drug Aid and leave him in our custody, and say, "Fine 
in"half@-an hour give us a call, and they tell us what )is 
happening. Which means that the police trust us. The 
RCMP knows that there is dealing going on in Drug Aid 
buc-re'sminitial and it is mothing that can"t -be 
controlled because we don't try to control our kids, wha 
try to do is help them. And that is understanding their 
problem. The RCMP knows what 1s going on. They are 
not overlooking it. What they are doing is waiting. 
In the street things are going on, I suppose as to our 
sincerity of helping these kids and so far our sincerity 
overweighs it as we have not been busted. There were 
problems in the past where the availability of medical

THE CHAIRMAN: Well do you think there is | 

MR. COZEN: What I am saying is this, that 
anything that is natural will have the effect. When we 
choose hash, we certainly don't take black opiated hash. | 
If we take a natural, we take hash. 

DR. LEHMANN: But opium is natural too. 

MR. COZEN: The opium in the hash would 
counteract the effect we are trying to produce. if the 
person is withdrawing from heroin, he's withdrawing from 
opium in any case. 


THE CHAIRMAN: I am wondering if a non- 


naive approach, to use this distinction between a chemica 
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SREPORTING SERVICES -10- 
and a natural or a plant, is that in a sense less 
sophisticated a distinction? 

MR. COZEN: Certainly I doubt if its a 
sophisticated distinction, but then we are relatively 
unsophisticated in other areas also. We are presently 
unsophisticated. What I am saying is that we have made 
our experimentation time --- we experimented by drug 
users who were invited to take over the Drug Aid 
section at Mont So. So it really appeared we had 1,100 
drug cases. And we saw what thing like librium and 
valium did. I mean it was a fast come down, but Drug 
Aid isn't looking for a fast come down. When we go into 


the schools the analogy we use --- I am using an analogy 


like this but it is the best way of doing it. We explain 
like, what the function of a hospital is as opposed to 
Drug Aid, because the tripper is a person who is on a 
horse who is galloping along and all of a sudden he 

drops the reins, the horse is running wild out of 
Control. What the hospital is going to do is stop the 
horse. We just give him back the reins. We try to --- 
because what we have seen is with anything, whether it 

is a person tripping, or whether he is going through an 
adolescent Crisis or any sort of crisis at all, whether 
Tees Snduced by herd “aruds' at all, ie*s’-all @ business 
Gf Sel Gontrol Port itts: Pest’, ther hes “Lost. «Et we car 
give it back to him then he can make his own decision 

and get himself back on the horse. So we don't force 
people to take anything. What we‘try to do is develop 
the sense that he has lost mostly self control, self 


consciousness. And also, getting into that it goes 
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farther into the programme that we are developing in 
Drug Aid, we have drug analysis which is being worked out 
through the RCMP. Again, the explanation --- the real 
explanation may sound a bit strange, but we are qaoing it 
for our own good. Over the summer there were a lot of 
bad drugs that were going on the streets. This included 
everything. Because of the transition between heroin 
and speed we saw a lot of opiated hash, and opium, and 
Speed cut with heroin. The LSD was being cut with 
bella dona, and with strychnine. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well are these statements 
based on analysis? 

MR. COZEN: Yes they are based on 
analysis. 

THE CHATRMAN: Where did you get these 
drugs analyzed? 

MR. COZEN: At the RCMP station, Sergeant 
Carzonne. Now the reason for our drug analysis was 
twofold. First of all we just wanted to know for our 


own good what's going on in the ghetto. But if a

person came in tripping on bad acid, and we had it 
analyzed it was primarily after the fact we could help them. 
And a lot of times, people who we knew were dealers might 
come in and give us free samples of speed. And we would 
give it to the RCMP. The RCMP would check for additives. 
On the fact it was highly cut, he would teli us about 1t,| 


he would bring it off the streets. We knew he did 


because he had nothing to lose with it. The reasons 


we did this ourselves, is because if bad speed went on 


- “TC ~ mart rVug J 
to the streets there was no place to go except Drug Ald. 
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SO we were trying to avoid as much hassle for ourselves 
in the future. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have heard a lot of 
course about the importance of local drug analysis. You 
seem to have had a satisfactory service there. 

MR. COZEN: Yes, we started sending this 
to Ottawa, and waiting somewhere around three or four wee 
for it. No, the RCMP really approached us. It was 
on the level that once they were coming in, we sat down 
--- I was involved in a speed lecture at the university 
with them, and we got into a conversation, like, one 
of the things we really lacked is a well functioning 
drug analysis programme. And they said, "Well, fine, 
we have facilities right here in Montreal for analysis." 
And they said, "Well we can afford you that facility." 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well does it work rapidly 
enough? 

MR. COZEN: The same thing. We can wait 
for it. Now the only other thing we have on analysis is 
drug alarms. We have a pretty good relationship with 
the CKG-FM which means that, for an example, there was a 
| group here last summer which was a particular type of 
acid, we knew it was heavily cut with bella dona. What 
we did was, on a particular night when we had fourteen 
cases, which pretty well filled us up, we went, because 
we knew it was being sold only as cannabis, we sent our 
personnel there to score --- or to buy three of the 
tabs. We had it analyzed that night and found out that 
it was bella dona, and we called up CKG-FM and had én 


emergency drug alarm which said, you know, donot’ score 
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on acid on this campus. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well I take it there are 
no conditions imposed by the RCMP on the information, on 
circulation of the information based on its analysis. 

MR. COZEN: Well, no, there are conditions. 
But they become --- we don't provide the name of the 
person who gave it to us, you know. 

THE CHAIRMAN: No. 

MR, COZEN: They ,trusteusal olt ds ,atethe 
point where we get, let's say, you know, an example, 
heroin that's supposed to be analyzed, we can call up 
and ask for Sergeant Barseau, and the group will say 
"Well, fine, we have it." When we get it we put it under 
lock and key and.it's locked in a vault from the time 
we have received it. We don't put down the name of 
the person that gave it to us, but we have it. We say 
"Fine, use a different name, but use the same name when 
you come in." And it works. And they don't come and 
pick up their own samples, and they bring it back to us 
and we can go there and watch it being analyzed, they'll 
justrtest right there. 

THE CHAIRMAN: So that if you --- people 
come freely to you with samples, and they are turned 
over without any identification for analysis. And are 
they returned to you?

MR. COZEN: Well, we certainly maintain 
our idea of the truth. The person whe comes in and 
says, "Well, what happened with my drug that was analyzed4" 
And I can say; "Well it came back pure." And they will 
Sex olWellithatias, fine," andstheylilisellcoitie The 
chances are he might have sold it anyway. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You see, this is an issue 
that has been raised, and I have put these questions 
--- a serious objecticn has been made to the local dru 
analysis facilities which we advocated in the interim 
report, based on a lot of testimony we heard, was that 
the information could -e abused, and for --- to obtain 
a kind of Good Housekeeping Seal of Approval for pushers. 
And, you know, in order to remove doubts about their 
preduct they might bring it to the local analysis lab, 
and they would get this, if it was cleared out, checked 
out pure, get this Seal of Approval and advertise the 
fact. This is a serious objection made at Government 
level. Now, what are your cbservetions on thate 

MR. COZEN: Well we have pretty good 
relationship with pushers in fontreal. »Ishave never 


seen a person advertise his amphetamine and say "It 
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carries the RCMP Seal of Approval." It's an interesting 
idea, but I don't think the dealer is --- now, we do 


it for our own good, we don't do it for the benefit 

cof the dealers themselves. Because we want to know 
exactly what is going on in the streets. What happens 
is that a dealer brings in a sample of his drug, we find 
Sue thet-at-2e heavily. cut) and®@he*puts it en the street 
anyhow.

Néw,olewoulad dikeoto*g6.s5=- thére as) just two more 
things I would like to talk about. The newest areas 
that we are getting into, the first one being a doctor's 
clinic. Right now we are associated with Ste. Famille 
Youth Clinic, but what we are trying to do is complete 
our programme. We started the emergency cell. We 
receive people who say, "I am revvea up on heroin", Or 
"having a bad trip". We take them to EheCoeut patients, 
in other words we take them to an out patient department, 
send them to a counsellor and have them come in once or 
twice a week. What we are trying to do now, as 4 Say, 
is complete our programme. The first area 1s getting 


ourselves a doctor's clinic, which means that if a person 
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comes into Drug Aid and if he is tripping or over revved 
on speed, instead of throwing him into a car and taking 
him to a hospital, or Hotel Dieu, we have to walk him 
down to the Youth Clinic where it's categorical or 
psychological. We can have our doctors right there 
which means that the doctor can walk downstairs and 
facilitate the therapy. It's easier on him, it's less 
pressure on our staff, because we send the person to 

the hospital. We never leave a person there without 

a, volunteer ora staff. member. . That:s the relationship 
that we have at Victoria. In return we get complete 
cooperation. So when we have --- the original intention 
of course of Drug Aid was to avoid as much medical 
application as possible. But when necessary, we neet 
it, and we want to provide the best possible. We have 
Sc.Lucuted. to the area doctors. ),The doctors, are becoming 
quite aware of the drug problem in Montreal, and the 
rapidness of its expansion, I guess you'd call it. It's 
getting worse. It's worse now that it was during the 
summer. There's more hard drugs coming in. So because 
of the more hard drugs, because the winter iS coming in, 
that's the last part of our programme which is the 
beginning of a residential treatment programme. Drug Aid 
was involved in the last couple of months with Portage. 
Ti met with people in Portage. . 1 was approached by the 
President of the Portage programme as being involved in 
the obvious portion of it, which meant the grass roots 
section of being on the street, being involved in the 
introductory phase, which means that if a kid was on the 


street who has had a heroin problem, he would come throug 
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Drug Aid, be interviewed by myself or one of cur other 
psychclogists. I guess have his sincerity, or his 
readiness tested anc questioned, and find he would he 
involved in Halfway House and then to Portage. The 
problem with Portage is that they are waiting for about 
a quarter of a million dollars, I guess, from you people 
or from whoever in Ottawa. The last thing I heard is 
that they were being turned down. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have enough problems 
without getting involved in that one. But I think we 
are probably making a reference to the Department of 
National Revenue. 

MR. COZEN: Yes. So in any case, when 
I have gone out with Portage it wasn't starting 
because of money. We were personally depending on 


Portage because our budget couldn't be cleared to 


residential treatment. I would like to use our staft 
--- we began a training session, directed toward the 
therapy of residential treatment, but we just did not 
have the bread to pay for it. We were waiting for 
Portage, and Portage, this is happening: So we said 


find, we solicited for a free house, we got it. There 


was a liberal priest who we got from Concordia. A house 


right next to south of the Youth Clinic. We sat and we 


discussed it, and said what we really need is a 
residential treatment house. And we sat down and we 
said, "Far out." So, let's go ahead Weth? 4? “Se new 
we have the structure for the residential house. And 
Concordia has offered free repairs on the house, no rent, 


no electricity, no heat. We are getting free food, 
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‘REPORTING SERVICES =18- 
it's right down the drive from Drug Aid. People on 
probation are being sent to us from the Courts, the judges, 
the social services, the police, the hospitals and all of 
a sudden what Montreal has will be in the next two weeks 
a functional residential treatment house. And what it 
does in Montreal is really keep a couple of kids out of 
trouble, because we get calls from probation many times 
saying "Look, we have a kid that's got a heroin probiem, 
but I don't think we're prepared to let him go back on 
the streets. Do you have a residential programme formed 
because if not, the kid's going to the pogey." And 1 say, 
"Well no, we don't, but we can assign him a counsellor, 
you can let him in to our out patient therapy." He 
says, "Not good enough." Well, now we have it, and we 
can avail it to the community. 

DR. LEHMANN: How long would they be 
allowed to stay in the residential house. 

MR. COZEN: Well the house would be

And the analogy there | 
is probably the reason for the success of Daytop in 
New York, and the reason for the success of Drug Aid 
here in Montreal is that they realistically reflect 


what's going on in the streets. I mean it 1s not the 


drug programme, it is a small microchasm ot problems. 
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‘REPORTING SERVICES Tea 
This:is very evident on the streets. This will 
be our Integrity House here in Montreal. The French 
Canadians are’ certainly different. Let's not take it 
negatively, I mean sociologically and culturally it 


may be different to the French Canadians which means 


the drug are different, and certainly there may be times 
the rehabilitation approach to this might have to be 
adhered to differently. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well these are important 
statements. It is the first time that I can recall such 
a strong statement in public that there is a dirference 
for purposes of the phenomena that we are investigating 
here, between the French and English speaking cultures. 
Could you elaborate on that please? 

MR. COZEN: Okay. Let us take the area 
of acids) A. person .on acid =---.well that is why I said 
do not take it negatively, because we had something 
like seven French trippers. The French themselves are 
vocal, they are emotional. Again, I am not. -alking 
negatively, but this is things that are pregnant in the 
area of the French. They tend to express themselves at 
all times dramatically. But when they use acid, it 
certainly expands all these areas. They become overly 
melodramatic, overly emotional and overly vocal, wher 
it does not go exactly right for them. I guess it 1s 
one of the bad points of Drug Aid, I guess you can walk 
downstairs and pick up English community values, because 
basically the people who are on hard drugs get it in 
English, and it is geared towards hard drugs But they 


pick it up and sometimes they get afraid. Last night

1|| we were lucky, because the problem can get out of hand. 
2 || We handled something like, in the course, of the night, 
3|| seven or eight fresh trippers. We got four from one 
4) party where we just had to sit there and calm them down 
5 || because they were overly dramatic. They were on an acid

7 DR. LEHMANN: These were acid trippers? 
8 MR. COZEN: One of them almost put out 
9] a soliloquy for us. He stood up and he was talking to 
10) the wall. Which was cool. I say if it feels good, do it. 
11 || But we just want to be sure they don't hurt themselves. 
12) But what I am saying is that the reaction of the English 
13 || person, because they are culturally different, is 
14|) normally different in an acid case. But certainly our 
15 || residential house will not be geared towards acid, it 
16 | Will be geared towards the hard drugs and the distinction 
17|| is normal to us. In rehabilitation the physiological | 
18 || addiction could be, maybe two weeks to a month, for the 
19 || body to be completely gutted, to get some good food, 


vitamins, Sleep and the physiological addiction per sae 
is gone. But the psychological addiction which supports 
the problem has a long time to go. Because there is a 
sociological problem and that's where the difference 
lies again. The sociological problem of an individual, 
French versus English, is different here in Montreal. 
And because of that, the approach of rehabilitation has 
to be sociologically different. Because of that we have 
@ bilingual staff. If a person wants to start speaking 
French with us, that is cool. But what we want to get 


away from is in our, residential house, making it a family 
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type of thing, and get rid of that antagonism because the 
people are still French versus English. If we can rid 
them of that hang up while they are in the Residential 
House, they are better persons coming out. They have 
also lost their hang up, and they have also lost their 
addiction problem. 

DR. LEHMANN: You think there is a certain 
amount of antagonism and tension among the drug takers? 

MR. COZEN: I would say some, but not as 
much. They do not have time for politics. 

DR. LEHMANN: They do not have time? 

MR. COZEN: Certainly not. They are 
taken up with drugs. I also think there is a tendency 
amongst drug users to be a little more tolerant. 

DR. LEHMANN: So they do not have much | 
time for politics and they are liable to be more | 
tolerant, because they all take drugs. But there is 
Still some? | 

MR. COZEN: I think because drugs are a 
common thing. But most of the people who are drug users 
are involved in Drug Aid, are my age; I'm twenty-four, 


around that area, eighteen, they are losing their hang

norm, it is the exception. We do not see that much. 
That also includes the black versus white, where at

And a lot of the kids in the city are reacting violently 
by trying to get rid of it. Never mind this shooting 
drugs. It is an expression, it is a bad one. When I 
Sit down and tell the parents the arm of a kid who is 
living in the ghetto who comes from Westmount, and that 
needle is a voodoo doll needle, and that voodoo doll 

has your picture on it, they say, "That is not believable 
I give him love, a car, clothes, he went to school, he 
had the best of everything. Why?" That is the reaction 
to the sociological problem in the city and the schools 
and the family. When I go to a meeting and I say toa 


teacher in an elementary school or high school, 


"Specifically, what is your primary responsibility as an 
educator in the high schools?" He goes, "Well, my primary 
responsibility is getting kids into college." I say, 
a minute, that is not right. Your obligation as an 


educator is to develop the type of personality capable 


of running the world. If you are going to ricochet know- 
ledge from a book into the kid's head you might serve 
part of your funetiony but therexare other -thing= thet 

an educator has to do that is special, and if in fact 

he doesn't, he is a failure as a teacher. And also do 
not forget that you were also a student. That is what 
happens with the self righteous teacher. The kids react

actual act? 
MR. COZEN: Yes, There is enough facts 


we can use that we do not have to make up our own. 
DR. LEHMANN: Where do you get the facts? 


Do you go to the hospitals and find them? 


MR. COZEN: Right. In this area here we 
have the institutive way of treating, family psychologist 
which is through General Hospital, and each of 


directors and youth groups, boy scouts, Salvation Army, 
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whichever interested party, would like to talk, can sit 
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down and talk with the professionals. It forms a good 
laiason between the two. 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is this evidence that 
you are referring to? What are the actual cases? 

MR. COZEN: I could give you names.

THE CHAIRMAN: You treat this as fact 
which you communicate? 

MR. COZEN: Like I am saying, I do not 
doubt the validity of it. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Why do you not doubt the 
validity of it? Why do you not question the validity? 

MR. COZEN: Of course I question validity, 
but I an mot going to get into a long conversation about 
it. I am saying, I have dealt seriously with it. The

THE CHAIRMAN: What would the nurse be 
acting on? Would she be acting on hearsay, what the 


doctors have told her? 
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MR. COZEN: Tf she is a nurse, she is

MR. COZEN: I do agree that it is a 
judgment on the part of the person, but I am Saying that 
the connection between acid users and mutated babies 
is there. I am saying, take it or leave it. I do not 


present it as a fact, but ‘I say if there isa chance ---

I don't start out with mutations, I say let us talk with 


basic facts.

DR. LEHMANN: When you are talking about 
mutations, do you mean a club foot or something like 
this? 

MR. COZEN: Yes, it could be a mental 
disorder, it could be a trait disorder. 

DR. LEHMANN: Well these are all mutations 
But you assume that most of them are mutations. It 
could be congenital. Anyway they are malformations. 

MR. COZEN: Physiological or mental. But what 
I am saying is that acid in Montreal, these are things 
that the kids understand, because when the kid is doing a 
lot of acid and I say it is not the basic ingredient of 
the LSD that is causing the damage, it is the additives 
within it. And there has been no real acid in Montreal 
for the last couple of years, and what they are doing 
is using mild hallucinogens cut very heavily with 
additives. And like I am saying it is not a scare 
technique. It is hopefully a more straightforward 


approach with the kids. 


DR. LEHMANN: These mutations you speak of 
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were these in the Jewish General? 

MR. COZEN: Well, of course, in the Jewish 
General, one was in Montreal General, one was at the Vic, 
and one was --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: And when, over the last 
how many months? 

MR. COZEN: During the summer. 

THE CHAIRMAN: During the summer. 

MR. COZEN: Yes. 

MR. CAMPBELL: And in your judgment the 
malformation is more due to the additive in the acid, 
than the acid itself? 

MR. COZEN: Yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Could we get from you this 
information? We would like to follow this up, and speak 
to the doctors, and get the facts. 

MR. COZEN: I could give you the nurses’ 
names. 

THE CHAIRMAN: You could tell us who we 
might make contact with? 

MRiweCOZEN:...Yes. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Can you give us an idea 
of your impression of the external patterns of the use 
of drug use now in the city? You have spoken about 
hard drugs concentrated in a certain area. What have 
you seen of the use of speed and heroin? What is your 
impression of the relative importance of it now,. the stan 
dard concentration? 


MR. COZEN: It is getting worse. In 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Are you Speaking now of 
speed? 

MR. COZEN: Speed. Montreal is now known 
as the speed colony. Politically it's due to the fact 
that geographically speaking or logistically speaking, 
Montreal was always a trafficking city. Heroin came in 
from France, it would come across Montreal and go 
across the borders and then be distributed throughout 
the United States. But all of a sudden, borders became 
very tight, and it was a bit harder to get the hard 
drugs across. These pictures of cars being backed up 
for miles where they were having a very stringent test 
or) search, for hard, drugs. .!The cars, I imagine, scared a 
lot of people, and all of a sudden we saw a lot of 
heroin being ricocheted into Montreal. This happened 
around June and July. The problem was that there was 
always a lot of speed and a lot of speed freaks in 
Montreal. But also there ie a lot of heroin, and 
what they didn't have was a lot of junkies. So if there 
waS a communique come up from New York or Los Angeles 
or Vancouver who needed heroin, then there was a lot 
of heroin on the market. The transitional period was not 
long, but it was effective. That's when all of a sudden 
Montreal got blasted with a lot of good hash, black 
Oopiated hash. The function of that was that is 
introduced people into an opiate high. From black 
Opiated hash it came into white opium or the brown opium. 
Again, getting people involved in feeling a legitimate 
Opium high. From that, the speed started to get cut 


with heroin, and all of a sudden heroin was being sold 
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on the streets. A lot of it free, because that's the 
way those work. If a person can't afford it, he is not 
hooked, he is not going to buy it. But get him hooked, 
and he has to but it, no matter what his source of 
income is, or why. And they also went to the schools, 
the lower grade schools in the outlying areas, and 
started introducing needle heroin there. It's not as bad 
as it might be in New York, or the cities, but it's bad. 
I spoke in one area high school, I would say about a 
month ago, and I was speaking in front of a grade 9 
class. And I pleaded ignorance because I don't know 
exactly the involvement in the hard drugs, as I'm sure 
I do the smoking, and probably doing hash and acid, but 
I don't know what your involvement is on drugs. And 
what I learned was, he freely, you know, pulled his 
sleeve down for me so you could see the tracks, and he 
pulled his sleeve up just as a note of what was 
happening in the schools. This was grade 9. 

DR. LEHMANN: Can you estimate to what 
extent heroin is being used in high schools? 

MR. COZEN: No, I personally can't. 
The RCMP has their own ideas. I think --- these are 
some of the area hang outs in Montreal, catalogued. 
There is a good French representation there, and this 
is a place where a lot of dealers hang out and dealers 
are hanging out now because there iscaglotiof pprobiem, 
a lot of heroin being sold through there. Also the 
availability of methadone is causing us a problem. Heroi 
=== but I am saying sin-e July it is increasing, in its 


problematic effects. Speed has basically been our 
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1|)| problem still, but heroin is coming along. It's a good 

2|| foot race. But the problem again is the doctors here 

3} in Montreal. 

4 DR. LEHMANN: What of methadone? 

5 MR. COZEN: Yes, but the doctors feel they 
6} are helping the kids by giving them scripts for methadone.

right, have them drop it when they come there. Let him 

see --- get involved in an interim therapy session twice 

a week, but see a doctor who can discuss his problems. 

But to give him methadone because it's attainable, that's 
ridiculous. Because they keep in saying, "Well, I'm normal, 
and I can function normally and I can go to work, and 


I can live with my wife again and I can be with my 
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children, I'm on methadone, I'm not a junkie." But it's 
a crutch and take that crutch out from under him and 
see how fast he turns into a junkie again. 

DR. LEHMANN: Why? Why would he turn 
into a junkie again? 

MR. COZEN: Because he is being sustained, 
he is not being cured. 

DR. LEHMANN: This is your philosophy? 

MR. COZEN: I am saying it is my personal 
philosophy, and hopefully that carries over to what Drug 
Aid does. Thus our residential treatment has --- 

DR. LEHMANN: Excuse me for going back to 
what you mentioned before. You said that the kids who 
get methadone prescriptions will not use it properly. 
They may crank it, that is, shoot it intravenously or 
sell it on the streets. Now do you know of such cases? 

MR. COZEN: Oh no, no. We know this 
Specifically. 

DR. LEHMANN: You know this specifically? 

MR-arCOZENS Yes, “we'stnotortherel fora 
kid to come in, you know, hit up and he'd be on 
methadone. What happens to a person who is hooked on 
methadone, des will take heroin, he needs another addition 
to get off of that which is morphine. And after the 
morphine he turns to speed, to get off the morphine, and 
one of the things he can take to get off speed, is 
heroin, againses Dt‘ sway cincidarcthing: 

DR. LEHMANN: Have you ever seen that 
happen? 


MR. COZEN: I haverseen it happen. The 
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problem in the ghettos is the psychology of the group is 
that they need a lot of people hooked, because speed 
freaks, people that take speed, are relatively under- 
confident, they are paranoid, they are afraid of sincere 
intentions. A smile makes them suspicious. What's to 
say? They need the group, because of people start 
dropping out of the group, people start taking speed or 
there won't be that group to support their particular 
addiction. Or it's a psychological support for them 
when a lot of people get hooked. Once a person decides 
I'm going to kick speed, well you do everything in your 
power to stop him. I had a girl who was starting with- 
drawl. She was in fourth day of withdrawal at Drug Aid 
and was doing very well. We had her under twenty-four 
hour supervision. She decided suddenly she wanted to 
get a breath of air and walked outside. The first thing 
she headed for was a full dose of morphine, and she took 
it and destroyed the withdrawal. She caught hepatitis 
and was in the hospital for three weeks. Now she's 
back again, pregnant. We took her to Montreal General 
and it's ridiculous. She decided she wanted to lose 
her baby. They have her hooked on speed. Speed didn't 
work, we tried to get her an emergency abortion and they 
wouldn't do an abortion at the General. They were 
saying I --- I don't know what happened at the hospital 
that night, but these are the problems that happen. It's 
like the streets, why don't you kick, they just won't. 
The streets can't afford you to kick, because your 
particular addiction problem supports the street. That's 


why we have a Residential House now, to get them off. 
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But to live within a conditioned environment where there 
is discipline with direction. There is people who know 
how to direct a person, have them come --- 

DR. LEHMANN: How many beds have you, 
how many bedrooms? 

MR. COZEN: Right now we provide beds for 
twenty people. But the way we look at it, the maximum 
will be twenty. I am sure we could even push it further 
if we had to. What we hope is that once they --- once 
whoever is there to give us bread, or Concordia sees that 
we do a good job, maybe we'll get some more houses. And 
I am saying we are prepared to start it. It has to be 
started now, the winter is coming. One day that was 
cruel, because there was a lot of kids on the street that 
needed a place to crash and they went to Longueuil and 
crashed. But now that Longueuil is gone, if a girl 


comes into the ghetto looking for a place to stay, well 


we say go to the Community Switchboard. "I'm sorry, we c 
help you." But a guy walking on the streets and he says 
"Look I need a place to crash", well --- of course it's 


going to cost you a shot of speed and maybe a roll, you 
knows, for “this "but! that sia reality oni the streets also. 
Which means if you want to stop the problem, we have to 
start cleaning up the streets. Which is sociological, 

at: best. mean, if you compare drugs to crime, there is 
two ways of curing crime. There is law enforcement which 
is putting people in the funny blue uniforms, or crime 
prevention which is a sociological recognition of the 
problem. But if it were trying to deal also with 


Drug Aid, and we are not involved with RCMP, we are

not busting people, what we are trying to do is get 
involved with families. Any time that a kid comes in 
with drug problems, the first question we ask him is 

to tell us about the family situation, can we help the 
family, "can we get in touch with your parents?" "When we 
bring them down, let us be the go between, between you 
and your parents. Now, maybe they just don't understand 
why you are on drugs, why you need drugs. And maybe 

they do understand, maybe we can facilitate the rights 

of the family" --- and then we try, like I am saying, our 
approach hopefully is relatively unnaive. We get phone 
calls from women, from mothers who are hysterical and 
they say --- "I was doing my laundry and I was putting 
some clothes in the drawer and I found a bag of marijuana. 
Tsymy son @ujunkie?.., And Isay, "No, but, 1, tell.you 
right now your reaction to finding your son smoking is 
going to dictate whether or not he goes on to harder 
drugs. Because he is going to draw his reaction now. 

He may be doing it as an experiment, but if you continue 
to harass him about it, and don't sit down to talk about 
ityawead then hesle.goingstosspitefully go on.to hard 
drugs."

Therefore they 
get into problems. But if you talk to a parent of a 
child who is four years old, he will say, "Well, what 


can I do with a child?" I will say, "Well, develop him

well, understand how important communication is and how 
unimportant materialism isn't. You know, consider your 
child as an obligation to you, not as a hassle. You 
have an obligation now because it's a reflection on you, 
I mean, try to go back to the child, you don't make the 
child part of you." "Well, that's all, make him part of 
you, make him understand, respect, don't talk down to 
him." These are the things we talk to the parents about, 
and they become very self righteous and very helpless, 
and say "Well, that's clear, you'll suffer for it, and 
so will your children, and so will your grandchildren, 
because they're going to be a reflection of your children. 
And accept the drug problem as being here." The same 
thing like sex. You know, like when they found out --- 
girl came in once and her arms were thoroughly brused manl, 
tracks up and down the arm from one hit. And I say, 
"Well, fine, if I can't get you off of drugs, at least 
let me tell you how to give a good hit." And when the 
kids found out, well are you helping the drug problem. d 
I said, "Well it's the same as sex, like, you're not 
going to find out about it at home, you're going to find put 
about it on the streets, and you might find out 
about it wrong." That's why the girl had like 87 holes in he) 
arm for one hit. And she didn't get off on it, and she 
missed the vein still. So that's what Drug Aid does. 
I mean, we're not parents, we're friends. 

DR. LEHMANN: You mean you would show her 
how to hit the vein the first time? 

MR. COZEN: I wouldn't hit it for her or 
hit her up, I would show her how to take the needle and 


shoot it up, but I would explain to her the technique, 
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starting with how to sterilize the needle, you know, how 
to hook your vein correctly, how to drive the needle, 

how to sterilize the arm prior to giving the shot, what 
to do during the injection, what to do after. Because if 
I don't tell her, someone else will. 

The theory on the streets is that the best 
wey to teach a person how to get.off drugs, is to over 
amp them the first time. So what you do is, if you over 
amp her just to a point, she is going to get so disgusted 
with the drug she won't go on. Or you might kill her, or 
you might destroy her liver, there are many ways, we 
don't know. The way they are doing it, experience is 
the best teacher. But the thing is, we have enough peopl 
coming to us now for help that we can't start evangelizin 
about drugs and say, "It's about time you got off drugs." 
A person who is on speed because of the physiological 
and mental changes that he goes through, especially 
physiologically, where vanity playes a very big part in a 
person taking speed. You know, like the nails becoming 
soft, the hair falling out, the teeth starting to rot. 
When the person goes through these physiological changes 
then he realizes it is directly attached to the use of 
speed, he decides very practically it is time to kick 
speed. Well we can't say, "Look at your teeth." 

DR. LEHMANN: Do you point this out to 
them? 

MR. COZEN: Certainly. We have to. 

We don't say speed kills. They know it. Anybody in the 
ghetto who has seen a person over amped, they see 


people go blind from speed, and go sterile from speed. 
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SREPORTING SERVICES ast. 
But there are a few who do not know the actual effects of 
it. The kids in the slums who use hard drugs, it is 
the syndrome about why the kids in the ghetto, like black 
and Puerto Ricans, why it is not bad for them. There | 
is a certain consideration that lack of mobility on the 
part of the child, and he says, "My Father's on welfare, 
my mother is a prostitute, well I'm not going to get too 
much farther out of this slum myself." That is reality 
for them. What heroin does, it is a detachment agent. 
For a little while they forget about it. It gets them 
out of the slum. It does not solve the problem, it 
makes them forget it. 

DR. LEHMANN: You say it is a detachment 
agent? 

MR. COZEN: It detaches them from the 
realities of the ghetto. There are no goals set for the 
kids, there is no ambition, no hope for it. They go to Mdn- 
power and Manpower prepares them for jobs, and when 
Manpower has no jobs for them, they get used to 
depending on welfare because they can go to a doctor. A 
lot of times a doctor will write out a slip saying it it 
is a drug induced psychosis he is suffering from, and he 
can't adjust to work. And so they go on welfare. I 
don't know about you people here, but welfare a lot of 
times can destroy your values, your self-respect, when 
you have to be supported instead of supporting yourself. 
For a while people in Montreal needed welfare a lot more than 
the same kids in the ghetto. I am saying their ambition 
is gone, not because of themselves, but because of 


the provisions of the city. That is why I am saying that 
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“REPORTING SERVICES =3:9'— 
if we are going to rid the drug problem, it would be 
sociological, and not just going out and busting the kids 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think we will have to 
conclude there, Mr. Cozen, and call the next submissions 
scheduled here. 

Yes? 

THE PUBLIC: May we comment on some of 
his --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: Yes. Would you like to go 
to the microphone? 

THE PUBLIC: Lee Bould is my name and I 
have contacted the Commission already through Mr. James 
Moore. And I will be speaking again, but concerning some 
of the matters he brought up, I think it is very importan 
that some aspects be brought out. The first one is 
thatiwots podlwted> drugs.) in»your, opinion =-- 

MR. COZEN: What is that word? 

THE PUBLIC:s: Pollwted drugs.sedm. your 
Spamionjyy ave, allot ofethe dil effects, oral dotmert. these 
ile effects that are caused to the individual, or to 
society, are these ill effects generally, in your 
opinion, attributed to the drug being polluted, and 
not perhaps the pure drug itself? 

MR. COZEN: Well the personal effect, 
certainly, we are dealing not with the pollution but the 
addict. Pollution is a cruel word there, because a lot 
of times when a person cranks speed or heroin, they 
tend to dilute it, and they dilute it with tap water. 

And if the tap water is not polluted in Montreal, I don’ t 


know what it is. But if you want to shoot pollution up 
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your arm, that is what happens. So personally, I think 
that the additives are directly involved with the person' 
problem. But after the person is involved, and he gets 
himself screwed up on bad acid, well then if he is 
involved in it and he gets a sociological reaction, 
he can say, "Well, sure, because he had bad acid he is 
going to cause some sort of sociological stimulus and 
set off another train of events." 

THE PUBLIC: In your opinion, the magnitud 
of the problem would be less if the drugs were pure 
natural, or the pure drug itself? 

MR. COZEN: I would probably get stoned 
--- I would probably get really harmed if I make my 
next statement, but I will anyway. I think the involve- 
ment in hard drugs and the philosophy, the sociological 
problems especially on the part of the hard drug users 
would probably be deterred if we found some legalization 
of grass. I do not know if you understand here. 
Hopefully you do. Grass tends to turn people down. 

What it means is that if there is a lot of grass in the 
city, maybe they will not be looking for hard drugs. 

I could leave it there. I think it is 
a pretty direct statement. That is my opinion, and it 
does not necessarily carry over with the drug use. I am 
saying that if grass is legalized and there is enough grass 
in the city for the kids to get it, the kids would probably 
not be looking for harder drugs. Because a lot of times 
person who sh oots smack, he is looking for an identical 
effect because he is looking for grass and is turned 


down. The same with the person on speed. A person 
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crashing on speed is going to get a crash on smoke. 

This causes paranoia and paranoia causes certain changes 
in the person. 

I am sorry. 

THE PUBLIC: That is fine. And another 
thing, and this is far more important, and that concerns 
Drug Aid itself. Again, in your opinion, are these 
patients that you are curing, do you feel that they are 
moderate users or excessive users? 

MR. COZEN: We get both. 

THE PUBLIC: Are you saying a minority of 
users or are you Saying that the typical drug user. In 
your opinion if drugs were more widely available, do 
you think that your problems would multiply tenfold, 
one hundredfold, and get completely out of hand, or 
this is just a minority of users that you are saying. 

MR. COZEN: I don't know how much more 
widely available the drugs could get than they are now. 
I am saying if you want a drug you will find it. 

There is an expression, "If you can't trust your dealer, 
who can you trust?" That is kind of strange in itself. 
In the States there are chemists who make acid. Here in 
Montreal they are called alchemist who makes all kind of 
schlock and tabs it and -alls it MDA. And there is also 
the expression in the ghetto that if you can etek at 

in your mouth, you can crank it in your arm, which 

means that you are taking leftover schlock and cooking 
it and sticking it in their arm also. I wily Fugt go 
back to my same statement. If there was grass on the 


streets, nobody cranks grass. Well there probably is 
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some, but let's leave it at that. There is a certain 
sensation with the needle, by the way. But I am saying, 
there is a wide availability of drugs anyway. If there were 
better drugs in the streets, if people could get better 
drugs, if we could gear ourselves to a sociological 

stimulus here, maybe forcing the kids to the drugs 

whether in the sc hools, the family, the streets, the 
Government, well, you know. 

THE PUBLIC: Do you think you are seeing 
a minority? 

MR. COZEN: I think we are seeing a good 
representation. I do not see every major dealer. Each 
dealer himself has his own problems. We see a good 
percentage of the speed freaks. 

THE PUBLIC: Can aman master drugs, or 
are they too strong and rule the majority of users who 
fall prey to them? 

MR. COZEN: What do you want, -bout a 
two and a half hour rattle? 

THE CHAIRMAN: No. 

MR. COZEN: The difference between a 
person who is an addict and a person who is not, is one 
is being controlled and the other one is dne'controls 
A person who is going to fall prey to a drug if the 
situation avails itself, if he is going through a 
sumptomatic personal de-evaluation where he does not give 
a damn any more, three, he is in the ghetto, four, his 
best friend is a speed dealer. What can I say? Ifa 
person is going to get hooked, a person has to be 


emotionally addictable before he gets hooked, and once he 
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gets hooked, it is hard coming back. What I am saying 
is --- you wanted short answers and I will just stop. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think that I should call 
the next submission before I give a further opportunity --- 
Excuse me, gentleman at the microphone. 

THE PUBLIC: 

"French" 

MR. COZEN: How do you know? 

THE CHAIRMAN: If you have formal proof 
of the presence of opium and hashish. 

MR. COZEN: The dealers are there so we 
won ioe. 

THE CHAIRMAN: But you made the statement: 

MR. COZEN: Well you are inquiring about 
heroin? 

THE CHAIRMAN: No, excuse me. You made 
the statement that there was opium in the hashish. 

MR. COZEN: During the transitional perio 

THE CHAIRMAN: Black opiated hash, you said, 
functions to introduce people into an opiate high. And 
then you said speed was being cut with heroin. 

MR. COZEN: My facts come from the people 
who are producing that transition. The fact the LeDain 
people spoke to those same people when the LeDain people 
came to Montreal, the first thing they did was start --~ 

THE CHAIRMAN: What are you referring to 
Ehenece-— 

MR. COZEN: The participant observers. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Yes, we have not received 


their report yet. 
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MR. COZEN: We spoke to those same people. 
I sat down and I saw the same transition happening in 
New York City and Los Angeles and Philadelphia, and I 
worked in those cities, and I saw what happened when you 
have a certain type of drug. Well, I can see speed in 
Montreal and how hard it is to make the transition. My 
facts come from the people who brought in the black opiat 
hash. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well is that a fair state- 
ment that they brought it in? Has any hash been 
analyzed? 

MR. COZEN: Yes, sure. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Where was it analyzed? 

MR TCOZEN?"® RCMPYY Invfact) more or less 
than that, it is opiated hash. What opium does is make 
bad hash better.

cated, and we do not accept it as the normal approach. 
But we are effective. I mean, our statistics show we 
are effective. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Effective in what way, at 
what? 

MR. COZEN: All right, fine. One, of getting 
them advice, getting kids into the certain frame of mind 
where it is important for them to get off drugs. You 
can't sit down and tell a person why it is bad for you, 
get of speed. What you have to do is give them an 
ulterior --- like a substitute for them, a substitute 
goal. A lot of time to allow kids who have kicked 
speed to become volunteers of Drug Aid and help the othe 
kids off speed. There is a very big incentive with 
these kids. And it is not to be treated lightly. 

The psychology of an addict is very compassionate, he 
knows that he's got when he sees a young kid getting on 
speed, the first thing he wants to do is stop him from 
shooting speed. I say, "Well that's cool, you want to b 

a volunteer, you've got to kick yourself." In other 
words, for them to be volunteers, it's an important 

thing for them. But what I am saying, our information 

may not be formal, it may not be legitimate but it is 
true, and I trust it. And if I didn't trust it I wouldn't 
Say, ithan? public: 

THE CHAIRMAN: I gather you are committe 
to two objectives. Aml right in saying you are 
committed to the following two objectives, among others. 
One is to get kids of drugs and the other is to tell th 


truth as far as the problem. 
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MR. COZEN: I am committed to two things, 
to two communities. I am committed to the kids in the 
ghetto because they are the kids that have the initial 
problems. I am also committed to the community that 
involves their parents and their teachers, and their 
friends and people who have brought them up. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Is there any conflict in 
your mind between those two objectives --- I didn't want 
to put words in your mouth, I refer to them as objectives 

MR. COZEN: To get kids off drugs? 

THE CHAIRMAN: And to tell the truth as 
far as possible. Are they compatible objectives in your 
mind? 

MR. COZEN: I don't know how this will sound, 
but when I find that conflict is becoming insurmountable +-- 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well is there a conflict? 

MR. COZEN: No. I think that the reason 
that that is becoming such a prevalent thing in the 
schools. :--- 

THE CHAIRMAN: What is becoming? You 
don't seem to be answering my question. 

MR. COZEN: No, what I am saying is the 
problem seems to be getting drugs and telling the truth. 
The primary example is these films that they show. You 
know, the films that are made in Los Angeles and in 
Ottawa, they are the trips where they take acid. Kids 
who have tripped know that it's not the truth. And when 
in fact this is a scare thing. So we don't --- well if 
they ask us, and we tell them the truth, and the film is 


just telling them examples of what happens. 
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THE CHAIRMAN: You do believe the two 
objectives are compatible? 

MR. COZEN: I think they have to be 
compatible. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well in your mind anyway. 

MR. COZEN: Yes, they are. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Well, I wanted to get that 
straight. Thanks very much. And I would like to call 
now on M. Macques Languirand. 

"French" 

THE PUBLIC: Yes, I would like to amplify 
some of the ideas which you voice concerning the 
environment. I am an architect, and for my thesis I 
took my study in a modern hospital, and I took acid 
in a what you could call, a supportive situation. This 
is a very important thing with the use of these drugs, 
and the response of the person who ingests chemicals 
is highly contingent upon the environment in which he 
lives. 

Now, this is to say we can develop in 
our civilization, or in our city or so on, an environmen 
that is the result of considerations which are given to 
us by these drugs. Now this is a sort of an ongoing 
idea, and it certainly has to be substantially documente 
and proven. But I think that the point which I wish to 
make, and perhaps in contradiction to what you said, was 
that environment is not important. Environment is very, 
very important and supportive people with you when you 
experience these th-ngs. These are two things that are 


very, very necessary, and only then can you transcend 
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the level into the realm of the young, which is what I 
think you were really referring to. Am I correct? 

MR. LANGUIRAND: I am sorry, I did not 
understand. 

THE PUBLIC: You were referring to the 
process of deep personalization to transcend the ego 
into the area of, you know, sort of our tribal 
conscience, or our total psychic conscience. The things 
we all share, that we don't share. And there is a paradox 
there, that we can find out using our scheme ordinarily. 

MR. LANGUIRAND: I think so, but that is 
to say that, I didn't say that environment was that 
important. Maybe I mis --- maybe I was somewhat in 
agreement that I had a meaning or something like that 
happened, but I think it is the key to the problem. 

THE PUBLIC: Well speaking as an environ- 
mentalist by profession, I am acutely aware of things 
that are bad in our environment. This is one of the 
reasons I live in Montreal. I am from Vancouver. Becaus 
Montreal has a very distinctive and recognizable and 
tasty, you know, delicious flavour to Poo + Tes not 
bland like Toronto or Los Angeles or --- well, toa 
certain degree, New York. But, you know, I would like 
to trigger a response in all people who are involved in 
this, regarding the perception of environments, what is i 
that makes a pleasant environment; what is it that makes 
an unpleasant environment. And with direct response to 
the Commission, I would like to postulate the theory that 
the perception of our environment and realization of 


our totality as a race, can be enhanced through the 
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‘REPORTING SERVICES ~aae 
ingestion of some chemicals. But I would also like to 
add to that that this is a very serious thing and it 
should not be undertaken lightly. 

MR. COZEN: First of all, I agree that 
Montreal tastes better than New York, but directing 
towards that, I want to get a comparison between meta- 
physical theory and physical reaction --- physical 
reality, I am sorry, on the reality of the drug scene 
in Montreal. The reactions to the drugs and the self 
realizations which are capably being found in the drug 
scene described, it has been understood that these drugs 
aren't in Montreal, and then I think it came back to the 
basic question of the Commission, how the misuse of 
drugs --- I have experienced what you describe under the 
natural hallucinogens, but there are no natural halluci- 
nogens here in Montreal. Psilocybin, organic mescaline, 
is not readily accessible. LSD-25 isn't accessible here 
in Montreal. So how would you approach the problem 
this way? If a person --- obviously there is an 
experimentation process going on among the youth where 
they are looking for the self realization, they are 
looking to transfer words into colours or into mental 
images, but would you propose, let's say a legalization 
of the naturalhallucinogens? You see, the problem is 
that when LSD was originally not discovered, but was made}, 
it was for psychotherapy, to help work with schizo- 
phrenia. What happens is, when a person takes an acid 
trip, he feigns schizophrenia. In fact you could put 
two personalities on a laboratory table for analysis under a 


clinical application, may be good. But in a non clinica 
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atmosphere and in an apartment with seven other trippers, 
we develop something like fourteen different personali- 
ties under bland conditions, it would be bad. This is 
why I am saying that in practical terms, physical 

reality being, there aren't the natural hallucinogens her 
in Montreal which I imagine you worry about in Canada. 
How we relate new theories to the assistance of 

stopping drug abuse. I am talking about a practical 
standpoint. 

MR. LANGUIRAND: I understand your point 
very well. Unfortunately, as far as I am concerned, I 
think I don't have any answer. You know, I want to 
stress one thing which is important. At one point I got 
involved in research on drugs, you know something that 
I was --- there were suggested complications, so I 
started research for three years and I found all kinds of 
what I thought was an interesting method, you know, or 
intePpesting. application of drugs. “But~I“don*t™==-"it"s 
not practical you know. 

THE CHAIRMAN: 

"French" 

THE PUBLIC: I would like to bear witness 
to the statement Mr. Languirand made a little earlier 
concerning the way drugs are being used for mystical 
purposes. My background is Roman Catholic clergyman, 
and in the past month or so I have had very close eyes 
to quite a few young people at Drug Ava?’ And Io must 
witness or corroborate your statement, that, indeed, 
there is a profound religious experience that young peopl 


get from the use of drug. Unfortunately, up to this poin 
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I find that that experience is essentially non-verbal 
and I find it somewhat difficult to communicate with 
them to push the --- or to gather more information from 
them as to what type of experiences are there. But what 
I have sensed up to this point, is for the most part 
there becomes a heightened sense of consciousness of 
man's dependability, both on others and on God. A little 
much or in whatever way he would want to define it. 
Another statement that I would like to 
make to the Commission, concerns the rehabilitation house 
that Rod Cozen spoke of earlier. And it's this 
essentially, that I think it's a good thing for people 
to know --- for you people to know how interested the 
population at large is in the factor of rehabilitation. 
And I would like to urge you people, as much as possible, 
to invite the population at large to be a part of this 
--- this scene, this culture, because I think primarily 
it wants to help in any way possible to alleviate this 
particular type of suffering, as for some indeed it is. 
We are starting off, as Mr. Cozen fold 
you, with very, very little. And yet people have 
responded from all sorts of areas, with very small things) 
if you want. But at least it gives them a sense of 
realization that they are doing something to better for 
society, even if it's just to being an extra spoon you 
might have at home, a rug or a bigger carpet, anything. 
Or just a word of encouragement, stopping him on the 
street and saying, "We appreciate what you are doing, 
is there anything we can do to help.» dnjother words, 


I think it's breaking down the sense of isolation that 
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this problem has for the rest of society. Our rehabili- 
tation centre is situated on the Rue Ste. Famille in 
Montreal. The people from the neighbourhood are 

now becoming more and more aware of what's going on, and 
they don't seem to be as terrified as they were 

before the phenomenon, because in speaking with them we 
are able to communicate that essentially we are dealing 
with people who have the same needs as they, and in fact 
that there is something that can be done to rehabilitate 
them if they want to be rehabilitated. Thank you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

"French" 

THE CHAIRMAN: I call now on Mr. Jerry 
Burton, Director and Founder of the Spera Foundation. 

I have had a notice here about the 
filming. If I might just say a few words on that cor 
the benefit of the cameramen present. When we started 
off our hearings a year ago, we had an understanding 
that there would be no films taken of the audience, I 
should say people who are attending the hearing, and who 
are not actually giving written submissions at the 
table. And the reasons are that they may not want to 
be identified with things they say. Later in the year, 
some people said that it was in the public interest that 
there be some records of the hearings to see how this 
is being conducted, so we did agree to a gsi ge | 
Hamilton. We gave notice of that however, and it is 
aifficult to say how that inhibited participation. But 
in this last round of our hearings where we are seeking 


response to the report and other things, we felt it was 
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in the public interest perhaps to permit the media to 
film. But at the same time, I have asked in recent 
hearings that cameramen would not film anyone who 
indicates by their hands that they do not wish to be 
filmed. I suggested that anyone who gets up to speak 
and does not wish to have their picture taken, to just 
indicate with their hand, and that will be respected. 

THE CAMERAMAN: I have a better suggestionl. 
When they are going to be speakers, when they see me 
use the camera, they could turn their faces. 

THE CHAIRMAN: No. This is not a prison 
and I don't want people having to hide their faces here. 
I think it is sufficient just if someone waves like that, 
you will be good enough to respect that. If someone 
does not wish to have their picture taken, I hope you 
will appreciate that. 

Mr... Burton? 

MR. BURTON: Good morning ladies and 
gentlemen. Listening to the first two speakers, I was 
trying to evaluate what I was going to say here this 
morning. First of all, I am quite aware what the LeDain 
Commission is and what it is all about, but I thought 
that I had at the beginning of the LeDain report, I thou 
I had a great deal to offer it. But at this present 
time, listening to the first two speakers, I don't know 
if I have anything to offer anybody. First OF auld wee L 
am not a medical doctor; I am nota psychiatrist; I am 
not a sociologist; I am neither of these things. All lI 
am --- and we talked about truth. Some people talked 


about truth at the beginning, etc., etc., and facts and 
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statistics. I have none of these things, I am not armed 
with any of these things. The only facts that I am armed 
with is that I am an ex-addict, ex-heroin addict, and the 
facts that I have is that people that I work with, the 
facts about what type of drugs are used, how many people 
are taking them, what age, what the medical profession is 
trying to do to help cure the ailments of drug addiction. 
What the police force is trying to do, what the psychiatry 
field is trying to do, and these are all my own opinions. 
And the opinions, not necessarily, of the Spera Foundation 
I have a brief in front of me of what basically the 

Spera Foundation is, but I don't think it is necessary 

to read. I could tell you basically, in capsule form, 
what Spera is. Spera is a non profit organization. It 
consists of fifteen businessmen and women of the city 

of Montreal who are vitally interested in combatting the 
drug problem. The challenge that these men and women 

have taken up is a very, very, personal, and a very hard 
role which they play. It is not easy to answer maybe a 
few of the questions from the other speakers. Spera has 
been in existence since November 22, 1967. We are 

totally self-supporting. When we mean self-supporting, we|/go 
to the public for help. The help that the public has off- 
ered is ve-y, very little. We survive almost daily or 
weekly by people giving us five bucks or ten bucks, becaus 
if we are to run a recovery home sponsored by anybody else 
except the public, anybody else I mean by Commissions set 
up to do these things, or medical facilities, Government 
facilities, we have to look back to the beginning of 


these facilities. And we take a place like Lexington, 
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1)|Kentucky. It is the largestmedical drug centre, or 
2\|drug service, or whatever you want to call it, in the 
3|)world. I might be wrong. There might be a larger one 
4|| today. It has been in existence for approximately 
§ || twenty-three years. The recovery rate medically has 
6 || been ~3%% 
7 We take the psychiatry avenue, and we 
g || do the research and come up with figures of about 
1% recovery for the treatment of any type of addict. 
I am not concerned whether marijuana is good for one 
person and not good for the other. I am not really 
concerned that marijuana is a stepping stone to harder 
drugs. The only facts that I know 1s that marijuana 
does; dmany.opiniony, lead )--- it pas definitely a stepping 
stone to harder drugs. If it wasn't, we would take away 
the rest of the drugs and we would deal with marijuana, 
and the documentary files on it that people are looking 
for literature to read, they would read literature from 
parts of the Roman Empire, 250 years before Chrisk,.ana 
find out that documentary proof on a cannabis plant played 
a major part in a partial disorder in the Roman Empire. 
These documents are readily available at places like the 
University of Montreal, McGill University, etc., etc. 

It is definitely a stepping stone because 
in places like New York City, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Montreal, we have children from the age of approximately 
five years old to seventy-two years old that are still 
using drugs. Everyone using other drugs besides 
marijuana has started with marijuana. 99.9% of all 


inmates, if you want to call them inmates, or patients or 
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“REPORTING SERVICES i 
residents, of such clinics as Daytop Village, Synonon, 
Halfway House, etc., etc., have started on marijuana, 
99.9% of them. 

I listened to the first speaker and he 
talked about Daytop Village. Daytop Village is a hard 
core rehabilitation or recovery centre for addicts. It 
is very, very disciplinary. There is only one 
approach used at Daytop Village, one basic approach. 
There is only one basic approach used at Synonon. Both 
are by-products of one another, Daytop coming from 
Synonon, and so on. I could sit up here for hours and 
hours and tell you about case histories as Mr. Cozen has 
said, about babies being born with different shapes and 
sizes, mentally, physically. I can produce in front of 
you people that are completely wiped out as such, from 
drugs. There are literally thousands. I don't think we 
need a Commission such as a Royal Commission to open our 
eyes to see that drugs are in an epidemic stage in our 
country. I don't think intelligent human beings should 
have to discuss the philosophy and the psychology and 
the where, whys, and hows of that we have a problem. 

I think there is only one way, as far as I am concerned, 
to cure the problem of drug addiction, and it is 
basically the same way. If we are looking for results 
and answers, I think it is basically the same way as 

the pro=-ramme Alcoholics Anonymous has founded some 

36 years ago. It is a self-help programme for people 
who can recover or are recovered alcoholics, or people 
who want to be recovered. You cannot force him on it, 


you cannot institute any type of answer, or cause for 
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SREPORTING SERVICES ~57= 
somebody to rehabilitate or recover from the use of 
drugs of any kind. 

There are many, many things running 
through my head at this point, or at points like this. 

I don't become confused, I am very level headed. I 

just don't know what to say to people except maybe, 

we know beyond any shadow of a doubt, and we have all 
voiced that opinion, that drugs are here. What do we 

do about them? Do we legalize them? Maybe the audience 
will have to tolerate me. I forgot to say that not 
being a doctor and so on and so forth, I am also not a 
professional speaker. I have a basic education, I am not 
super intelligent because of the drugs I have taken or 
anything. In fact, I have become less intelligent and 
therefore every day of my life I have to practice to 
tolerate myself in a learning process all over again.

Only one addict to another 
addict knows the true effects of what's really happening 
to the other person. To maybe put it in my terms --- and 
I don't know if any of you people are understanding the 
sayings about drug addicts, there's nothing like a 
hospital fix, there's nothing like a doctor fix, it's 
the best thing in the world. You run out of your own 
supply, you run out of your own pusher. I've never heard 
of any pushers carrying in any stuff for anybody to 
have it analyzed, because a pusher that's pushing stuff 
doesn't give a damn what he's pushing as long as he's 
getting the right stuff for himself. I have never seen 
our police force be so liberal minded and say, "Well, 
this is cut with such and such a stuff, and you should 
tell a person he shouldn't sell that bad stuff, because 
he's going to kill somebody." I haven't seen our 
medical facilities tell somebody that maybe they should 
have a --- because of the use of drugs they should have 
a legal abortion, or give information that seven babies 
out of seventy, or whatever it is, give a layman like 
myself information that seven babies were born deformed 
because of acid.

marijuana , there wasn't one ounce of it that had any 
type of power to it. It was all a bunch of garbage. 
Most city kids are smoking chemicals of some sort --- 
they are harmful, there is very little good quality, which 
he stated, which is true. It's all very, very poor --- 
poor drugs if you want to call them. I don't call the 
chemicals drugs, I call them chemicals. They are cut 
with strychnine, and all the other things he mentioned, 
and it's senseless to go into them. The reason --- I'm 
going to stop talking here, because the reason I am here 
is because I know what it's like to be an addict. And 
the reason that I am here, is to show, or to tell 
people that we can stop a problem. Thirty-six years 
ago, Alcoholics Anonymous had one man, and he had an 
alcoholic problem. And because he told another human 
being exactly how he felt, that other human being was 
able to take what that man told him, fit it into his 
own life, his own life, and rehabilitate himself. The 
man told the other man --- all he gave him was a new 
way of life, completely destroyed the old person, and 
try to live another way. Just try it. Try it. on. for 
size. And it works. And in the world today, thirty-six 
years later, we have known 700,000 people that had 
alcoholic problems, that are arresting, or doing some- 
thing about their probelsm. We, at Spera, are basically 
the same way. Basically. We have adopted from Daytop 
Village part of their programme, we have adopted from 
Synon some of their programme, we have adopted from 
Alcoholics Anonymous part of their philosophy, and we 
instilled our own philosophy because of the drugs 


being different today than alcohol. But when Synonon 
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and Daytop started the drugs are more chemicalized 
than they are naturalized. So, at Spera, we have taken 
young people out of their environment, totally out of 
their environment. At the beginning of Spera we tried 
to open a downtown house. And in November 22, 1967 we 
did such a thing. We opened a place in the Clty OF 
LaSalle. And because it was in the downtown area, 
because we had very, very limited space, because we had 
no large facilities at our disposal to put a programme 
into action, we could not isolate people for nine months, 
or three months, or two months or two days in a building, 
because they went crazy. They were all addicts and they 
went insane. So we used to have to let them out. And we 
were running on a recovery rate of about .2 the first 
six months, the first seven months, sort of thing. The 
Shes that stayed were about two out of ten, maybe. The 
second six months of our existence, we moved to larger 
quarters. Our programme expanded, we had more facilities, 
more public awareness, more public help. Our statistics 
of recovery, and they are only a statistic as a number. 
No one can ever take true statistics on a human being's 
life, because once he leaves the recovery home, or 
something like that, you can only keep in personal 
contact with a selected few, because the rest of them 
disappear into the woodwork again. Not necessarily need 
to take drugs or anything, but they go somewhere else 
and they mind their own business, and they don't want 
the public or anyone else to ever know that they had a 
problem. So they don't keep in contact with you, they 


just learned enough to give them the stability to keep 
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1|| them away from drugs. The second year of Spera Foundation, 
2|| we moved to even larger quarters, and it was here that 

3|| we knew, with the proper facilities like Synonon and 

4|| Daytop Village, we were able to increase our so called 

§|| statistics of recovery to around 40%, between 35% and 40% 
6|| recovery. With what is so called by a lot of people, 

7\| hard nose recovery. Very, very rigid disciplinary action 
g|| Very, very rigid self discipline actions, etc. with the 

g|| rest of the programme. We have programmes at Spera such 
10 || aS awareness programmes, and power programmes, naked 

11 || therapy in the sense that it is a mind game with addicts 
12 || and that's what we call our naked therapy. Like Mr. 

13 | Cozen said, if you wanted to talk about any one of the 

14|| subjects it would take you literally hours to talk about 
15|| them. These are the programmes that are essential for 

16 | the recovery of an addict. We moved last April toa 

17 || farm, because we knew a downtown area was not going to 

18 help us much more than 30%, and even at 30% we were 


very, very doubtful that the ones that were in the 30% 
category who had already left, were going to make it. 
Because we didn't have the facilities to help them. 

We moved to this farm, where we had a great deal of 
help. We had a great deal of room, we had the best 
environmental change known for the treatment of addicts, 
and so on, and our percentage has gone up in the last 
year, or the last nine months. We have 54% recovery. 
Our programme has been adopted for our way. Our way of 
working our programme, our method of education, our metho 
of --- as far as the treatment centre goes at the 


recovery end, has been sanctioned by such people as Dr. 
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1|| Mead from the University of McGill. Dr. Donald McKay 

2\| of McKay Institute, Dr. Chiasson of Joliette Clinic. 

3 Dr. Bob Porter of the Bell Telephone. I can --- Dr. 

4|| Richard Bates of the Lansing Clinic on Addiction. These 
§|| men that I mentioned in the medical field, as far as I 

6|| know, on their documents, and on the things that they 

7|| talk about, are some of the world's leading figures on 

8]| the treatment of addiction. And each one of them 

9 sanctions the Spera method. 
10 On the educational level in our school 
11|| work and our street work we are sanctioned by the Catholi 
12|| School Commission. At the Spera Foundation we have a 
13 regular school. Our addicts continue their education 
14|| and there is a much different atmosphere. It isa 
15 more personal approach to the school programme. We 


are sanctioned by Bishop's University because they are 
allowing us in to do work at Bishop's University. We 
are also sanctioned by Layola College because we are 
in there doing work. We are sanctioned by at least a half a 
dozen or more private institutions, we are very, very 
seriously thinking on the lines of accepting a 
downtown office sponsored to us by the citizens 
committee of Montreal, to open an information bureau 
and a talkathon. I would also like to say about this 
School Commission, the Catholic School Commission 

that we work in does not use pictures from California 
or Ottawa. As long as I have been there, the last 

two years, I have never seen a moving picture run yet. 
I would also like to say that people that are on the 


sidelines, that are helping us because they feel that 
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we have the right approach, and they are Dr. Penfield, 
Madam Vanier --- when I mention Madam Vanier, to let 
some of you people know that she is one of the most 
active persons I have ever met in prison or rehabilitatio 
work. Madam Vanier is one of the most dedicated people 
to the rehabilitation of a human being that has gone sour 
than any other person that I have ever come to know. 
Dr. Penfield is the top administrator of the Vanier 
Institute. We have other doctors from the Douglas 
Hospital, and other units contributing to the medical 
aspect of drugs and treatment at the Spera Foundation. 
I could name you a lot more people. This brochure --- 
because I speak the truth --- this brochure, the 
documents that you see, the printing of it and the 
editing and so on and so forth is done from the firm of 
Mr. Bruce LeDain, the brother of Gerald LeDain. The 
advertising agency has picked up the challenge to back 
and to sponsor the Spera Foundation, because they came 
and seen and they liked what they have seen and they 
are backing the Spera Foundation. And Mr. Jack Bailey, 
one of the editors and vice president of McLean 
Advertising is on our board of directors. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I should just say a word 
of explanation here. I was not aware of that, and there 
is no connection between our work here. But I want to 
say that I congratulate you on your choice of words. 

MR. BURTON: I can tell you things that 
I would feel beneficial except that we talk about 
marijuana, and I will leave it there. We are supposed 


to be all intelligent human beings. There are whole 
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segments of our city and other cities that have been 
totally corrupt. It breeds nothing but violence; it com- 
pletely destroys the moral structure of a human being 
and in large segments of our city the whole environment i 
corrupt. And we take a place like New York City, and 
we say, "Legalize marijuana." I will talk about New 
York because I know New York a little bit better. And 
on register in all the facilities known in New York City, 
and there are many, for the treatment of addiction, 
there are registered --- and I just die the films two yeays 
ago for MBC --- there are 87,000 young people from the 
age of eight, thirteen, that are hooked on anything else 
but marijuana, and hashish. 99.9%, according to the 
statistics of every home or every facility that they are 
using, started on marijuana. If marijuana is going to 
harm even one human being, should we legalize it or shoul 
we add another social problem to our country? The Government 
spending literally hundreds of thousands of dollars to 
get us knowledge enough to quit smoking these things, because 
they say it kills us. They are spending hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in advertising and other methods 
to try to prevent alcoholism, because alcoholism in 
North America is number one health problem, and 
number three social problem. If we know these facts, 
why in hell are we all in this room even thinking about 
socializing or legalizing something that leads to 
destruction? Because drugs promise a great deal. They 
promise insight. They promist everything. And to

it, was that if you know where a hit is at, you can take 
a few drugs in the right environment. Maybe he is 
going to build us all buildings, because I know doctors, 
surgeons, medical doctors, psychiatrist, psychologists, 
layment, priests, ministers, rabbis, I could bring them 
all up here in front of you and they are all well 
educated people. A lot of the idiots that come from the 
slums, and they are all sick, and they are all hooked, 
and they all have different environments. 

So I do not think that anyone of us could 
say where the cause is. And we don't know what makes 
addiction. We don't know what makes one person abuse 
something and another not to abuse it. There isn't 
a human being alive that can get up here and give you 
facts about what makes me an addict, and what makes the 
other person not an addict. We have the problem. What 
do we do about it? We at Spera feel we have the answer 
for some of them, not them all. There needs to be 
other approaches, other methods, other than the Spera 
method. I agree wholeheartedly there has to be a whole 
lot more. But I know this to be a fact, coming from 
Synonon and Daytop and Lexington, Kentucky and other 
clinics, one person that is using any type of drug, alcohol 
or any other type of drug, cannot sit and talk to somebod 
that is on drugs themselves and tell them how to get off 
of it. They had better God damn well get off of it 
themselves first before they try to help someone else 
who has got the problem. Thank you very much. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, Mr. Burton. 


Excuse me here for a minute. I have a problem. The 
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problem is a very heavy agenda. We had only 

scheduled today, and actually this morning and this 
afternoon for our hearing. And I have at this moment --- 
it is now 12:25 --- and I had scheduled for this morning 
Sgt. Detective Jacques Durocher, Montreal Police Depart- 
ment, former Chief of the Youth Division who is here, 
and Dr. Silver and Dr. Samuel Stein, Institute for 
Family and Community Psychiatry at the Jewish General 
Hospital and the doctors have to leave at 1:00.

Burton and I have obviously seen the same things. I 
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was not an addict myself but I worked in residential 
treatment centres for two and a half years in New York, 
and I had some people die of withdrawals. I haven't seen 
it capable of making a person freaking out on acid, sayin 
"Get yourself together," and all of a sudden he is together. 
But I do think it is important that there are certain 
facts *=-=cit may not be important to Mr. Burton,. but it 
is important to this Commission --- when you say, well, 
I don't really know, but the statistics in the hospital -4-

is between 40% and 54%, and the thing is that a person 
can kick drugs but remains an addict for the rest of his 
life. When a person goes into a place like A.A. and come 
out, there 1s a certain type of personality intrinsic to 
A.A. or to Daytop. What they say is that you cannot go 
back to your original neighbourhood, and you can't get 
near marijuana, and you can't get near your old friends 
because they stand for something. They are the people 
who got you in trouble. And if you go back, they will 
offer you drugs. You are going to get hooked again. 

MR. BURTON: Mr. Cozen ---

don't know if I'm quoting you correctly when you said it 
is a point of time to destroy the old person and 
develop a new one. I certainly disagree with that. What 
we try to do is redevelop the personality, bring back 
the old person, but one with more personal fortitude, a 
little more self conscience, a little more self confidence, 
a little more strength, but certainly not change him. 
Because you want a person who can go back into the ghetto 
and talk to his friends and turn down the old. A person 
that's disregarded or disacknowledged his existence any 
more. That's the problem. When a person goes to a schoo 
and says --- yes, I was referring to Mr. Burton when I sa 
that his was our competition in the School Commission, an 
I was relating a conversation that I had with the Catholic 
School Commission when I said what my approach would be 
to drugs. I said the criteria for whether or whether or 


not I went into the schools was what my pitch was to 
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marijuana. And I said, "Well, for the first time in my 
life I have to play politics" and say, "Well not neither 
here nor there, because I don't see the relativity to it. 
Because I don't agree that marijuana leads to heroin. 
And I also don't agree that kids in New York, the 87,000 
between the ages of eight and twelve start on marijuana. 
They start on solvents and hallucinogens and wax remover 
and paint remover. That's false. Now I am saying I 
don't want to turn it into a debate. 

THE CHAIRMAN: No, because we have two 
community efforts here. Our job --- we want to learn 
as much as we can about rhe facts of community response 
here and there is no doubt that the important job of 
evaluation should be done. But I think, you know, we 
are getting a lot more opportunity to talk with you. And 
the observation of the work of these two efforts before 
w- would form any judgments on evaluation. So that, you 
know, I think the important thing is that we are getting 
the facts this morning on the existence of these two, 
and general idea of their philosophy. We certainly don't 
want to jump to conclusions on the basis of a debate 
here, about philosophies of treatment centres. I am 
wondering if --- 

MR. COZEN: Well look, as I say I have 
been looking forward for a long time to sit and talk to 
Mr. Burton. I'll do that on my own, and I also want to 
give the microphone to the doctors. I am sorry LECIE 
sounded like a debate. 

THE CHAIRMAN: No, not at all. 


MR. COZEN: I thought there were certain 
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things that had to be known. Like the sort of approach 
--- I've got a real fast example of different approaches. 
In England, and everyone cites the English approach to 
drugs and how they solve their heroin problems, and 
the thing of heroin maintenance I suppose. What they do, 
is a person goes in a registers themselves as an 
addict and he gets himself heroin from the Government, 
which is like our methadone. They are not looking to 
helping the addict but they're looking to tone down the 
crime rate. You know, because the kids have heroin, 
they get from the Government they often go out and you 
know, jack up cars and steal tires and things of this 
sort. And this one approach seems to me it's false, 
methadone to me is also false. I agree with the basic 
concept of Jerry Burton's programme, and I have great 
respect for a person who can on his own kick drugs. I 
know how hard it is, I have seen kids who have tried to. 
But. utts not. aust, a; Eyame, of mind... You, can't just. say 
to an acid person, "Well get yourself together. And 
all things, which would also disturb, you also can't 
expose two different kinds of people who were probationit 
Say a person who has been busted email, to the Spera 
Foundation. A person who has been on re to the Spera 
Foundation, and all of a sudden expose him to hard core 
addicts and the therapy to rehabilitate them, they'll 
find it's like if you send a kid to prison he is ---

briefly ask two young gentlemen to stand up. One was 
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a speed freak or that's the terminology he used, and 
one was an acid head. Both of them have recovered, at 
Spera, both have lived together for a lengthy period 
of time at Spera. Both are graduates. One is staying 
on aS a resident, assistant director and I would like 
Eddy Maloney and Jimmy Robertson to stand up please. 
You see they live together, they function together, 
they are friends. 

THE PUBLIC: And I also live in the 
ghettos too.

THE CHAIRMAN: I think we are going to 
have to follow up a lot more effort to get the benefit 
of your experience, both of you. This is one of our 
major concerns in this second phase, the evaluation of 
the treatment. And the natural results. I am very 
obliged to you for coming today.

THE CHAIRMAN: Alcohol and marijuana. 
Did you ever eat peanuts before? 

MR. BURTON: Why yes, I eat peanuts, yes.

THE CHAIRMAN: Would you say that the 
problems, personality problems, which you have seen 
in heroin users are the result of heroin, or did they 
exist before heroin was used? 


MR, BURTON: Would you repeat that please? 
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THE CHAIRMAN: All right. Would you say 
that the psychological and personality problems of 
heroin --- of the heroin user are problems which are 
the result of this heroin use? The effect of this heroin 
use? Or did they exist before you started using heroin? 

MR. BURTON: No, they are directly the 
cause of the use of drugs. 

THE CHAIRMAN: They are the cause of the 
use of drugs, the cause of these problems. 

MR. BURTON: No, they don't ‘--- a heroin 
user doesn't use heroin because he had these type of 
problems before. I was never a th ief, I was never a 
part time homosexual, I never raped anybody. I never 
shot anybody, I never done any of those things until I 
used heroin. 

THE PUBLIC: I talk about psychological 
problems. 

MR. BURTON: CUonceah't honest lyisay) I--had 
any. I was a normal twelve year old boy, I was active 
in amateur sports, very, very active in amateur sports. 
I was a well rounded, average twelve year old boy until 
I got into use of drugs, and then whammo. 

THEO PUBLICE’. Yoursaid that you were? 

MR. BURTON: Yes, before I took drugs. 

THE PUBLIC: Mr. Chairman, my name is Lou 
Voticky and I am the chairman of the Operation Drug Alert 
Committee in the Kiwanis Club of Lake St. Louis. I 
submitted a brief to the Commission in writing, so 
therefore I don't have to go into it. The one thing 


I would like to bring up here is that this entire hearing 
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this morning seems to have spread into a dog fight as 

to whose method is better. Now I have been deeply in- 
volved in drug problems for the last two years. My 
organization has supported different types of assistance 
tondrug.users, ranging from.the,Y.M,C.A.. to-Youth 
Emergency Lakeshore, to the Dorval Drop In Centre. We 
supply them with all kinds of assistance that they can 
possibly require. Now, during this time though, I would 
certainly like to dispute Mr. Burton's point that 
marijuana leads to heroin. Certainly 100% of all heroin 
users have used marijuana, but 100% of all heroin users 
have+ adsovrdrankymidk..,.And I.think this das) +-=-;this.is_a 
big smoke screen --- this whole marijuana thing is a 
bunch of garbage. It has nothing to do with the problem 
at hand. Our problem is our young people are using 

hard drugs, and there must be a way found in order to 
prevent this. 

MR. BURTON: Could I answer you on that 
question? I am thirty-six years old, and most of my 
knowledge comes from when I was twelve and up. And I 
am talking about places like New York City that were, 
when I was twelve ye-rs old, there was as much drugs 
then as there is today. The drug is used mainly in 
places like that at the beginning. That's how organiza- 
tions --- organized crime introduces our children, our 
young people, to harder drugs, through the marijuana 
scene. Marijuana has been around for a long, LONG, Ong 
time. I am not talking about today's youngsters, I am 
talking about the youngsters before me. And when I was 


a youngster, and the youngsters today --- the only 
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difference is that the chemicals have now come into 
existence. It is more widespread, there is more talk 
about it. It's sort of come out from underneath. When 
you mentioned drugs, when I was a kid you immediately 
got locked up. So it was all totally underground. You 
couldn't even speak about it openly, or you were 
locked up. But it was there. And marijuana is only 
in my opinion, sir, and when I look back as a boy, 
marijuana was the major factor in large cities like 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Chicago, New York, Vancouver 
and all these other places where drugs were, for the 
last forty or fifty years or more --- that's the reason 
sf cana See 

THE PUBLIC: I submit, and regardless of 
what you or any other ex-addict will say, I submit that 
Marijuana has nothing to do with heroin, I submit it 
has nothing’ to do with” acid,* and”’1t “has nothing’to6 ‘do 
with speed. The reason that we have a drug problem is 
threefold. One, the kids are bored, they don't know 
what to do with themselves. Two, their communication 
with their parents is almost non existent, and third, 
and possibly the most important, is that the kids are 
rebelling against authority in this manner. 

Now, I have two suggestions that I 


Submitted in my brief, and I would like to repeat these. 


And if anybody wishes to ask a question --- I realize 
time is short. I have to work myself this afternoon, 
and therefore I can't stay. The first one is the media 


have been very guilty in spreading the drug culture 


throughout North A~erica. I remember Life Magazine, 
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and Look, having twelve, fifteen page spreads on the 
drug culture four, five, six years ago. This not only 
collaborized it, it made it look like something to be 
looked up to. I therefore submit that anybody here who 
has children between the ages of five and eight will 
testify to the effectiveness of commercials on 
television against smoking. Now, you will find that 
these kids in this bracket have pretty well been 
straightened out on smoking through the commercials on 
Saturday morning between the cartoons. I strongly 
advocate that the Federal Government supply the money, 
and it is not very much required for the production of 
radio and television commercials that will be put on the 
ais tohrough the C.R.0.C., the «nadie ,and. 7. V,.8statbions 
are ready to give us the time. I have requested them, 
and they said, "We'll give you all the time you want, but 
Wecan tt aniord Lhe icests .of+producing,.these." Now, 
one station in Montreal, just last Wednesday night, 
offered to make some of these commercials for us. If 
they do, we are halfway there. But I don't know how 
far they can go. And I feel that if we start with the 
very young, with an educational programme --- not with 
baloney, not with lies, not trying to scare them, just 
facts as we know them now, we would get something 
accomplished. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. Thank you 
gentlemen..g ab Call nob onm,Dr., Silver ;,.,and Dr qyste myok 
the Institute for Family and Community Psychiatry, at 
the Jewish General Hospital. I propose we recess at 


1:00 and reconvene here at 2:00. 
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DR. SILVER: Since we only have about 
twenty minutes here to talk of the things we have been 
doing at the Jewish General Hospital, I would like to 
extend five or ten minutes between increased services 
dealing in terms with what we feel are both intuitive, 
Supportive and one of them at least in a (inaudible). 
Then, perhaps, on our --- and then perhaps Dr; Stein coul 
Use a few more minutes to attempt to conceptualize 
what we have been trying to do in terms of setting up the 
value and the assessment programmes in every treatment, whlethe: 
innovative, supportive or otherwise, we have attempted to 
undertake. I will speak briefly to two programmes only, 
and the third one which is now in the process of being 
set up. One of them is a project that we had this past 
summer, where we had seven beds alotted to what we call -- 
or thought would be a back up service to those who needed 
them, for drug problems in this broader sense. A lot of 
preparation went into providing these seven beds. We 
consulted the various people who service and are of 
service to the youth in Montreal, so that even though it 
was established in a hospital we cut out almost all the 
red tape that ordinarily would be met in a hospital. The 
director and the admitting officer gave us a seven bed war 
with a detached worker from one of the Youth Clinics in 
Montreal. The auxiliiary staff was mainly of detached 
workers and this was supplemented by nursing staff, 
social worker and staff doctors who were on duty twenty- 
four hours and slept in the hospital. 

I would like to tell you what our fantasies 


were before we opened this seven bed service. We had a 
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number of meetings in terms of attempting to set up a 
ward that would best be conducive to treating very acute 
and severe drug intoxication problems. We fantasized 
that in addition to seven beds we could use two large 
rooms with pads and couches to accommodate the many, many 
referrals that we were anticipating. This was back in 
June, if you recall, and it was a long hot summer of 
difficulty and problems with drug use. But in actual fac 
things turned out to be very different, not that this 
was not a very important experience, not that there 
isn't in fact a need for a back up service of this kind. 
But we certainly did find that the number of hospitaliz- 
ations that we got, or were told that might be needed, 
or would be needed was certainly far below in reality 
to what we had expected. 

I would like to just point out briefly 
for a moment or two the kinds of experiences, the kinds 
of young people we saw there and how we dealt with it. 
I think it is most important to point out that we thought 
we had reasonably good liaison with many people in the 
community to service young people. And I would like to 
list the people who were the main referrals to this 
seven bed unit. There was Drug Aid which was one of the 
referrals, Staine-Famille Youth Clinic, Cote Saint-Luc 
Youth Clinic, Westmount Youth Clinic, Saint Laurent 
Youth Service Emergency, our own emergency department, 
the police, parents, friends,Y.M.C.A., detached street 
workers. There were the main referral sources. So that 
think we had a reasonably good liaison, or contact with 


a wide variety of young people who in fact are front 
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line people being directed with youth on the streets 

and in other places. During the six weeks we were open, 
we saw a total approximately of 70 young people, and 
included in this are a few that were seen a few times. 
The others two or three times. We haven't worked out 
all the statistics and history but I would like to just 
point out a few things; one, that those who in fact 
took LSD had "bad trips", were those who needed the 
largest numbers of admissions in contract to "bad trips" 
on amphetamines. We found that these severe anxiety 
reactions and "bad trips" on marijuana could usually be 
dealt with on an out patient basis and there were none, 
at least in this particular population, that had to be 
admitted. We saw very few heroin problems. This was 

at a time when they said this particular problem is 
going to become more so. But we did see two or three 
people who were on methadone and who weren't getting 

it for reasons of not attending clinics and so on. We 
saw only two barbiturate problems which was long 
standing, chronic, and well known to all of the hospitals 
in Montreal. One of the things that we did observe is 
that we attempted to go over the history of those who 
came in very carefully, and we found, that 2in -at: least 
one third of those who came to this ward had more than 
two previous psychiatric programmes. We are not 
including an interview with a psychiatrist and one 
referral that had been in some form of treatment, ane 
vestigated or otherwise, by psychiatrists or other menta 
help in the medical profession. We,did see a mumbet car 


six to be exact --- people who had had ‘Nhad wer bps ) and 
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remained in a state where they had to be hospitalized for 
a long term period. And each one of these, it was found 
had been, prior to this present admission, had at least 

a three month or more gradual deterioration of various 
behavioural problems. 

I think it is important in some ways to 
point out that we should not be disappointed, happy or 
otherwise about the numbers, as numbers only, because in 
a way it taught us something very important. It taught 
us that, one, that it doesn't necessarily relate to what 
in fact the drug scenes are in the streets, This relates 
only to those people who we reached through these front 
line people that we had liaison with. Two, what it did 
teach us was that in over half the cases we were able to 
be of great help to these front line people by merely 
being there and being able to conceptualize the problems, 
deal with it on that basis, then go back and carry on wit 


these young people, where otherwise I think hospital 


admission would have been necessary. Three, I would like 
toe'“point out"too, of course --- and this brings me to the 
Youth Clinic --- that we have had in the service at 


Cote Saint-Luc, and that is of course one of the most 
important things that we found in developing any sort of 
treatment service, or what have you, that you have to 
consistently re-evaluate the service almost weekly or 
every two or three weeks if you wish, because you are in 
fact dealing with a population, an adolescent young adult 
population, who by the very nature of their development 
processes are in a state of change and facts of his needs 


and services are different. And unless you do this then

you find you have committed yourself to something which 
in fact is not what was needed originally in the first 
place. For example, we opened the seven bed ward to be 
as a back up for drug intoxication problems. It turned 
out in fact after one week, as we began to see what was 
happening, was that this was not the only service this 
board could in fact address itself to, but could in fact 
become a back up service, and should be a back up service 
to a variety of other problems in fact, and there were a 
variety of problems to present themselves. So drugs 
became only one part of it. 

Similarly, a Youth Clinic where it, was 
instrumental in setting up in Cote Saint-Luc, along with 
other people, we found the Jeanne-Mance Clinic in the 
ghetto-like area, that here to, although the services 
were modelled after the Youth Clinic at Jeanne-Mance, 
there were demands and very quickly we came to realize by 
sitting and meeting with professional detached workers 
and so on that the services here that were needed were 
very different.o"and Gn fact that alias this tell une the 
public mind, it is seen as in fact a very small percentag 
of the population of the problems that are dealt With, 
as what we might put under the heading of psychosocial 
problems which is increasing more rapidly in recent years

What we are essentially attempting to do at the Jewish 
is our involvement with these services, we are attempting 
to set up those services and treatments to support our 


innovative or evaluative assessment or process immediatel 
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so that we can in fact allow services which can be planne 
and phased out to let others take over and to be on top 
of things enough so that in fact the services serve the 
needs, rather than the other way around. 

I would now like to turn the microphone 
over to Dr. Stein who is director of our development 
programme and he will adress himself to some of these 
aspects. 

DR. LEHMANN: Dr. Silver, may I ask you 
one question. You said the purpose primarily is to 
evaluate the needs and then pass the eferrals on to 
people who were in the --- 

DR. SILVER: Are you referring now to the 
Youth Clinic or the seven bed ward? 

DR. LEHMANN: I see, you spoke of the 
Youth Clinic lastly? 

DR. SILVER: Lastly, yes. 

DR. LEHMANN: What is the main purpose the 
of the clinic at the Jewish? 

DR. SILVER: I was describing before the 
seven bed ward that was going to be a back up service 
to what was felt to be a need, and in fact demanded 
as a need by various people working in other youth 
services, saying that the trouble that we have is that 
we cannot get a hospital to back us up, when we have 
an intoxicated young person on drugs. That is for a 
pilot project atythe; Gime. 

DR. LEHMANN: What is it now? 


DR. SILVER: As. a nesult of sthat, we) .anue 


now in the midst of setting up an emergency diagnostic unit 
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which will be a similar service in the sense that a young 
man will be able to be brought directly from the street 
into this service without going through all kinds of 
various red tape, and there wili still be a detached 
worker and various facilities available to him. That 
area itself is a twelve hour holding situation, and we 
will only have one or two bed back up service. 

DR. LEHMANN: What will you do after the 
twelve hours? 

DR. SILVER: After twelve hours they can 
stay there. From after twelve hours up to seventy-two 
hours we have two beds in our R-4 east ward, that they 
can use. After that if they need further hospitalization 
we would be using our own wards or whatever facilities 
are available. 

DR. LEHMANN: What do you mean? 

DR. SILVER: It could be R-4 east which 
is our psychiatry ward, or we could go on with 4 --- 

DR. LEHMANN: You would not transfer them 
to Douglas Hospital? 

DR. SILVER: Yes, we have had four transfers 
to Douglas Hospital in our previous --- that we had and 
we found that while drugs were prevalent, they were in 
fact psychiatric problems that brought them there. 

DR. LEHMANN: Were they in fact retained 
for a long time at Douglas Hospital? 

DR. SILVER: One --- the follow up we 
have so far, one ran away and was returned after a while, 
and another one is still there IT am not sure about the 


other two. 
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DR. LEHMANN: One was discharged after 
being in for forty-eight hours? 

DR. SILVER: And why was that --- oh, 
when they come back yes. One of them --- and this after 
--- I think we are talking about the same person. I 
am glad you commented on that and expressed your opinions 
One was a long term, hard core, long term problem of a 
young lady who had had many other problems, and I think 
this is the one we are talking about. 

DR. LEHMANN: I just wanted Rb know how 
you disposed of her problems. 

DR. SILVER: Most of them, the detached 
worker or the person bringing them in, stays with them 
through this period of time. They have a certain amount 
of lax in’termS of* this service, and I will let Dr. 
Stein address himself to that, but what we attempt to 
do, is that the person who makes first contact with that 
person, stay with him until he goes back into the 
community, and use the facilities there, really for 
emergency treatment, diagnosis, management, planning. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I should say Doctor, we 
have not yet received --- some of us have had extensive 
contact with you and your staff too, and we have not 
received yet the reports of this contact. 

DR. SILVER: The main reason for that is 
that we know how many reports have been submitted 
without any hard data. We felt that while we have a 
hard data on four months case, we now have three months 
of hard data on the Youth Clinic and we thought the 


Commission would perhaps appreciate this kind of brief 
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with some actual data which we could submit with it, 
rather than again philosophical or theoretical services 
which you may have, or what have you. 

DR. LEHMANN: I would like to just ask 
one other question on this power drive? What is the 
object for instance for what you call a hard core speed 
user, would require the services of your particular 
clinic several times in a month, for instance, every 
weekend or so. Would you take them every weekend, or 
would you, after the third or fourth time say, "Well, 
Lihs waike 2) ping mong. ball, we"re nok. going, to play. 
any more." 

DR a ISPLVeR od chk m= To done know 
how to answer this, because again I don't think we have 
seen enough. And I don't know how long we can see them 
again and again before we get angry enough to kick them 
out. And what I would like to think is that how much 
we would in fact re-admit them and how could we get 
angry and frustrated, when we don't have anything else to 
offer them. It depends very much on whether the 
services there are that we could use as a back up in 
terms of these hard core. I think we should point out -- 
and another thing, this is just one small reason why this 
research has been set back. For example, the same now is 
the establishment has been a problem for many years, and 
I am sure that even there, and I am sure that this is tru 
of any clinics, are beginning to see the hard core percen 
age of young people who tie up the largest percentage of 
services available. No different that they are --- Six 


or eight percent of the population tie up, 85%, 95%. of 
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other psychosocial services in the municipal services 
in the United States. This is another aspect that we 
haven't yet addressed ourselves to at this time. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Stein? 

DR. STEIN: I think the problem which is 
the greatest just now, the same kind of problem that has 
been facing the youth as such, And whenever you set up 
a service that is relatively isolated from other kinds of 
services around, that could be of help, or there are no 
services around that could be of any help, those services 
are blacked out by the users and I use that situation 
chronically for which there is a resolution. Over 6% 
are operating in the seven bed project now. They 
haven't --- there was in fact a few individuals who kept 
coming back to the service over and over again, and we 
realized that there had to be a better way. However, 
there was no better way, and at the time we thought we 
had to commit ourselves to receiving individuals on 
repeated re-admissions even if it is only for a period of 
one or two days, recognize the fact that the individual 
had a hard core problem, that were cropping up over and 
over and over again. But whenever the individual presented 
himself to the clinic, or to our seven bed unit, we did 
service them. When they had no longer need, they left. 
There was, you know, easy access and easy exit. But 
this 1s a problem that has been increased by the youth. 
And perhaps we can get into this a Pitt he? Latexr*on-an 
perhaps a more general sense. I would like to speak toa 
broader aspect of organizations regarding the services 


to the public, planning an evaluation. I think that we 
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should recognize that we are dealing with innovative 
services here that cannot at all be planned for in the 
same way as one plans for a community service to a broad 
section. --- or broad sector, of the population... That 
includes babies, children, infants, adolescents, adults 
and old people. That kind of community is relatively 
stable. However, we are dealing with a certain sector 
of the community that should be by age, both above and 
below high adolescents or youth, and you define between 
the ages of thirty and thirty-five. We are dealing with 
not only the --- only the idea that each individual as 
I've been talking to from ages thirteen up to twenty-five 
is changing year by year, and therefore I categorize 
that, particular group..».Butualso, that they. only»spend a 
very limited time in that particular age group that seems 
relevant to certain services required for them. Also 

to that the youth culture does change, and that is 
evident as well. Therefore the needs and the problems 
arising in the needs that are deemed to be relevant to 
the problems, and the services which should be supplied, 
should be administered in such a way as to maximize them 
and that can be opened at any given period of time. 

That is the administrative structures for all kinds 

of services in the area, groups should be especially 
loose, and programmes should be kept extremely flexible, 


so as to maintain a maximum of options open at any one 


time. In other words, one should not commit scarce and 
expensive resources. And here too, would be exclusive of 
this. But the seven bed ward is one typical example. If 


this were --- if this seven bed ward were begun by an 
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institution that was a bonded administrative group by 
other regulations in terms of the institutions in the 
past, it would seem reasonable to conclude that a seven 
bed would continue to be utilized in the same way as we 
had experience in the six week term, a much, much longer 
period of time. That is, whereas only at any given time 
two or three beds were used at the very most, of the 
seven bed ward, one could forsee similar commitment of 
expensive resources over a much longer period of time 
with, I think, extremely expensive service. What happens 
at that point is that after several months or several 
years the service not being utilized, one says, "Okay, 
fine. Then this service as a while is irrelevant." 
Considerable reaction of backlash for instance is a resul 
of this expenditure, and one has to be extremely flexible 
The other aspect I wanted to speak to was in fact the 
very problem you brought up before. The repeated utili- 
zation of one unit by individuals who require treatment, 
and this position that is out of the hands or beyond the 
capacity of that particular unit. And then that is looking 
to the idea of several states of the organization. If on 
looks to youth services on the lines of there being a 
continual --- continuous services on lines of the 
requirements for treatment resources. One can forsee 
that, perhaps, ‘by not isolating the various front line 
agencies or the various back up services, and by building 
in very important liaisons from other services to back 

up services, one would not necessarily end up with the 
same sort of blockages that are now being explained by isplate 


outlet treatment services on the streets. We can forsee 
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the primary service being somewhere in the front line 
agencies. This front line detached worker systems or 

a street clinic where these services are the most 
prevalent of all, where they are small and highly 
flexible and very responsible to the need. All the 
cursory institutions that are perhaps more specialized 

or more specially run, they required very specialized 
services and by their nature are perhaps a bit more 
bureaucratic and a bit more rigid. It is understandable, 
because extensive resources have to be committed over a 
longer,yperiod of time. Now, the problem I think at 

hand now is trying to keep lines open from the most 

front line primary agencies, to the more specialized 
cursory institutions. And this is the problem that 
should be taken from a logical point of view, and 
hopefully comments and recommendations of this kind 

can be included in the Commission's final report. The 
other broader point that I would like to address myself 
to, and only in a very brief way because of the fact we 
don't have all the analysis in yet from what we hope to 
have evaluated over the past several months, is the 
evaluation of services that are being set up in a burgeoning 
way by a whole variety of organizations, both private and 
public. And the Lack of marked reliability and hard 

core evaluations. Not in terms of how many people get 
better per number of people actually served, because that 
may well lead us anto an interminable quest tor criteria 
success. But more in terms of laying down very signifi- 
cant objectives and severe objectives, And thes $d add 


possible for the operation of the given unit whether it

And try to pags 
on to this criteria a measurement for determing whether 
the operations as a clinic in terms of all the laid down 
objectives. I think that trying to run after the gold 
pot at the end of the rainbow in terms that are set may 
not be the most feasible way of going after some kind of 
ability at the present time. I think we have to look --- 
look into operations research, or operations of 
evaluation from the point of view how can we provide the 
best kind of services to the larger number of people. 
Thank you. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. Any questions 
or observations?

DR. SILVER: «IL would just likecto'sayone 
word on this, and that is this is one of the most 
important aspects I think our professionals in fact have 
not addressed themselves to, to this point. And unless 
they do, and unless they can allow this professional 
barrier, or restriction, or --- to break down, they 
simply never will be able to in fact address themselves 
to scthis problem. nal would vonly like to) point out one’ way 
that we have attempted at least to deal with this end 
and one of its aspects. In planning our emergency 
diagnostic and management unit, we called a meeting of 
all the front line people working in the community. And 
not only to assess what they felt was needed, but we 
felt that this would be meaningless unless we could get 


their commitment to work with us, in this emergency 
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unit. To form part and parcel of a team, because no 
one knows the problems better first hand than they do. 
On the other hand, I think that some of us perhaps 
know professionally where the use of drugs and so on, 
the treatment better than they do. And u;nless you 
address yourself to this and plan for this, at some of 
our meetings which are held bi-weekly we find that services 
are being opened, but that kids aren't coming. Now this 
is crazy, when in fact there are services where kids are 
coming, but where they don't have enough people to servic 
them. Now I think that --- certainly I'm talking about 
the so called professional level, that we are working 
on --- but if in fact you are beginning an innovative 
service, unless you can involve these front line people t 
come and work with you, not simply say, "Well we will giv 
it to you", kind of think, which is an ongoing and con- 
tinuous working process together, and discussion and 
dialogue all the time, I don't think we'll get to any of 
the problem at all. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Stein? 

DR. STEIN: Yes, I think that this 
certainly is a very, very large problem. The problem 
has been besetting ae vyariousryouthscliniesythat, have 
had and have not had institutional liaisons with other 
important hospital back up service, and other kind of 
personal back up services in the community. There is a 
problem of drug institutional response. Now there are 
many, many things that have pervaded in the hippie 
culture and one of them has to be looked and not 


taken for granted. The idea that one can get a real 
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thing going, and certainly there is a community totally 

on the basis of a grass roots response. I think that 

there are many aspects of the total coordinative --- 

of the integrated service that are provided for, to 

the institutes, and to the youth clinics that could not 

have been accomplished at all if there were not some 

significant institutional response. And that is that 

it took members of the department who had a certain 

degree of respect and reputation at the hospital itself 

to understand the need, as they saw it, and then to 

Spark* on from an” institutional basis’ the’ proper» response gver 

the period. Over the five or six months we have been 

involved in this situation, there have been more and more 

people at all levels, psychiatrists and social workers 

have become increasingly interested in a very short time, 

and have become more knowledgeable and more helpful in 

services that are more front line than at the institutional 

base. I think we should look very carefully to the 

tragedies of inducing an institutional response rather 

than simply a grass roots response, whether it be from 

the kids or from the parents, or the community at large. 
MRe* COZEN=” Could®i> comment on’ thats I 

think that Dr. (inaudible) of the institute gave a verbal 

analogy of the professional's knowledge of the actual 

scene and said that the hospitals tend to look at the grass 

roots problem through the large side of the telescope. And 

it seemed to diminish the actual severity of it on the 

streets, because their only ration is practically what 

they see in the hospitals. And certainly there are more 


than seventy cases that needed hospitals over the summer. 
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I am saying the motivation is there because all the 
doctors have to know is that they are needed, and they 
are responding. And all the indigenous workers and the 
people like Drug Aid and people like that, know that the 
doctors understand and that the kids are also competent 
to help. The professionals are not prostrating themselve 
They are explaining that at times we can use only the 
professional approach and the response will not be either 
as good as it might be, if it came down to the grass root 
level and the youth services, making use of the 
experience that we get from the professionals, can't get 
to the fact with a quasi professional existence to the 
kids. I think that the motivation is there of a profess- 
ional. I think there is a very healthy relationship deve 
loping, institutional-wise in these services. And this i 
what the institute does. It gives us the ability to sit 
down bi-weekly and discuss with professionals, our 
problems. Certainly there were no teachers instituting 
this, it was all live students, and I think that is the 
reason for the success of the institute. Because nobody 
knew, nobody looked at is so self righteously. That's wh 
the doctors, especially in Montreal, think that the 
response is quite excellent on the part of the doctors. 
The detoxication work, when you ask the question about 
the basiesfunctien-ofeit,; practically,speaking, ;if-we 
had a person who was addicted to heroin or speed, the 
additional.period of his rehabilitation is the detoxica- 
tion period which is a three to four year period, which 
ideally speaking, should be spent in a hospital or 


conditioned environment. As for the hospitals, this 
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programme provided for us was to get a person off the 
street, whereas before we had people go through a with- 
drawal at Drug Aid and they were incapabie of sustaining 
this withdrawal, because there were kids providing the 
needles for them. But half of them who went into a 
conditioned withdrawal, like the hospital provided, 
especially Jewish General, we could get them to withdraw 
correctly, and then provide a programme for them. The 
question was asked, the reason that the hospitals were 
involved with it, once they got through the detoxication 
there was no place there for them to refer them, so thus 
back to the youthiservicestw Thisagoesr back) tot thiseresi- 
dential treatment service that they were talking before, 
and this is again why Drug Aid is a cooperative system, 
and hopefully it gets the same cooperation back. So for 
purposes of detoxication they can refer them back to us 
and we can give them a legitimate programme of 
rehabilitation. The motivation is there and I think it 
has to continue. And I think with more widespread knowledge, 
on the part of doctors with the cooperation that is 
there, and for example, we started a medical clinic and 1 
a week and half we had twenty-three doctors who in fact 
committed themselves to helping us. 

DR. LEHMANN: ‘I would like to ask you 
one question. What would the youth centre do if somebody 
for instance on speed would come back every three days 
ons aibad) rip? 

DR. SILVER: We are struggling with that 
right now, Dr. Lehmann, and there are these cases now

trip or some other particular problem. And I think the 
young people on the street along with this are beginning 
to see this as a problem, and in fact don't have the 
answers no more than we have the answers, either by 
opening the service and compounding them or what have 
you. Certainly, we need things other than this kind of 
thing, where modalities of treatment or modalities of 
management or whatever you have, to be able to do it, 
because as Dr. Stein was saying, they can very 
or destroy, if you will, something which in fact is 
needed very much. 

I do not know the answer to that. We 
don't even know how much of this is yet in fact a 
problem. These are the kinds of things that we have 
tG look at; and “I don"t think we can extrapolate from 
theories that we have had, the B.D.'s for example related 
to the youth scene. But certainly we have to be aware 
of this, and observe if in fact we can deal with that. 

MR. COZEN: Dr. Lehmann, the question is 
being posed of not what you do with the person who goes 
back chronically but why is he coming back every three 
days. The question is that if a person goes into a 
hOspital for detoxication, or to treat a certain problem 
rélated to drug use, the problem is that once he gets out 
of the hospital he goes back on the streets. That is 
his problem. That is why I am saying if we provide a 
residential treatment hospital, he can get off the 
streets and get in a conditioned environment which 1s 
completely opposite of conditions on the street. Get him 


out of the shooting gallery and get him away from tne 
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accessibility of catching hepatitis, veneral disease 

or blood poisoning, or over amping on speed or heroin. 
If we can get him out of that, he won't be back on this 
stuff in three days. 

DR. STEIN: . There is no doubt that there 
is a line, in terms of long term treatment centres, 
whatever their modus operandi are. And that is one of 
the reasons why any kind of service that is provided has 
a back up to another service, and we always end up gettin 
blocked up with the very cases that are being referred 
from the youth clinic. The back up services one .finds 
cannot handle it. It would keep on going on this way 
no matter how many treatments, are provided or the 
treatment continued. Until we find some adequate means 
of providing for long term rehabilitative programmes. 
And this will be the only way which we can dispose of a 
good deal of problems that we actually see ourselves as 
coping pwisth. 

I think that one of the problems is the 
tremendous stress and the frustrations of working in 
these areas is the lack of adequate areas, or Options 
for these people. I think a better worker could handle 


it where it could be done much more smoothly, and more 


1 


easily done if in fact there were representatives ror 
the very people who are occupying the amount ot the time 


right now. 


THE CHAIRMAN: What are your views 
Doctors on compulsory treatment? Speaking as Doctors. 
DR. SILVER: Well the man who taught me 


all of my ideas is sitting in from of me, and 4 hope, -== 
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“REPORTING SERVICES iia 
I will be keeping in mind what I was taught not too long 
ago. I think in compulsory treatment this becomes really 
a philosophical issue. At the moment I have sort of 
attempted to conceptualize it in a perhaps over simplifie 
way, but which allows me to go on doing what I do. And 
that is that first the fact that a person becomes dangerous 
to himself or to others, is perhaps a very extraordinary 
Social skin, or this Kind of thing, and at ‘that point in 
time perhaps as a Doctor, I would see compulsory treatmen 
is indicated. 

I.would just like to address myself back 
for a moment to the hard core recurrent problems at the 
Clinic.’ I think that one of the things we always have 
to keep in mind is that we do not, no matter how many 
services are going to be innovated or how many back up 
services or treatment services, there will always be the 


hard core people that we simply have to admit that we 


do not have in fact the treatment for, and this is in 
fact why they keep coming back all the time. rt Genoese 
only the fact that we do not have all these services, but 
when we are not able, no matter how long the service 15S, 
when you are no longer able to treat this person, instead 


of saying we do not know the treatment and let us get 
them into another system for a while. I am mentioning 
this as a realistic approach but remember that this 1s 
the problem we constantly have to address ourselves to 
as an evaluating assessment approach, because LE there 
are people that we think we can treat but perhaps we 
can't. And I think this is an important aspect of 


assessing and evaluation as well. 
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DR. STEIN: Here is one very simple 
problem and that is,.to try to get some success, and the 
certain number of people who use (portion inaudible) 
and then to find some method ot characterizing treatment 
both the problems and needs, and in terms of the kind of 
seruiee we can tind for them. And then we plan for 
treatment centres that we back up to these various 


agencies. Too iong now in every area of the mental 


a 


and we have tried to accept them as a viable pursuit

of the population. This is one means by which we could 


11 


normalize the kind of people who come through, and 

identify the chronic user and begin to build some programme 
around these people, and remove these burdens from the 

drug user.

THE CHAIRMAN: Ladies and gentlemen, we 
will,resume our Hearing now. And we have a very full 
programme of submissions this afternoon, 1 would, just 
like to read the list, and give you an idea ot how we 
propose to proceed. 

Now held over from this morning iS a 
submission I propose that we hear trom first, Sgt. 
Detective Jacques Durocher of Montreal Police Department, 


former Chief of the Youth Division. . Then there are Richatrd 
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Briggs, and Raoul Aubin.

perhaps to adhere to a schedule of half hour per 
submission and discussion, is not always possible, and 
we know that we have only too little time to get the 
benefit of all of the experience that is here. But we, 
of course, would remind you that our public hearings are 
only one of our methods of inquiry. We are having a 

lot of contacts privately with groups and individuals, 

a lot of correspondence. Our research staff for both 
our Commissioners and our research staff and we will 
want to follow up with a lot of people we hear publicly. 
Of course we welcome any supplementary submission you 
wish to make in writing, or anything you send us from time 
to time to assist us, so you shouldn't think of this as 
a last opportunity of contact with the Commission. 

But I think the function of our public 
hearings, which is very important, is to have some reason- 
able opportunity publicly for exchange of experience and 
views to help to develop a public quorum on the subject 
to the extent of how different people see the different 
issues and how they are working together. So thateit 
you would help us to try to meet this schedule, we will 


stay here as long as we have to, throughout the afternoo 
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and --- in order to finish. 

I call now on Sgt. of Detectives Jacques 
Durocher.

MR.» COZGEN3»,First.ofsall\Icthink its 
a psychological aversion. It's naive to say that the kid 
in the area aren't afraid of the police. They may not be 
afraid of the police, when the police come and speak to 
the school, or they may not be afraid of the police when 
the area patrol car comes around and everybody's clean. ut 
as soon as there is a problem that needs assistance, say 
the kid is tripping, the last place he's going to go 
is the police station. And the last thing he wants to 
see is that blue and white car. Now, the gentleman 
here at the microphone before me mentioned that he was 
present when the Drug Aid as well as myself was speaking 
at the university to the nursing students. I think the 
ineffectiveness at times of the police in the educational 
system isn't the fault of the police, but rather of the 
people who programme these things. The police is relatively 
impotent to go into a school with any type of educational 
programme and value judgments about drugs. First of all 
because it isn't fair to say you can't make value judgments. 
Like, I went and certainly left my expression of opinion 
and it was talked about. But most of it was a 


communal relating experiences that were happening at Drug 
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“REPORTING SERVICES =F03— 
Aid. But when the RCMP agent came along, and spoke of 
the last person to be given a penalty for carrying dope, 
that when questions are asked like, "What is your 
opinion of marijuana", he says, "Well, I'm not at liberty 
to say." And then the question was asked, "Well, do you 
consider the therapy of heroin addicts, or the prevention 
of heroin addiction as a penal problem?" And he said, 
"Well what our jobs are is to enforce the laws", which to 
me seems like a personalization of a policeman. And I 
understand it. But I am saying that I doubt seriously 
that there is certainly kids who can relate to a police- 
man personally when he comes on like that.

MR. COZEN: Fine then. Well then the 
Way that ~ do it*="=3°n have to wait until I get 
friends here --- certainly the points are going to be 
presented by way of prevention of drug problems in 
Montreal. I think it's about time that the people are 
going to be exposed to this course, like the police, 
like the psychiatrists, like indiginous workers of Drug 
Aid or the youth bunch. We should all sit down and develdp 
a format to go to the schools. The function of the 
police is to describe the laws and the repurcussions of 
the person who breaks the law, that's fine. But his 
effectiveness is hindered when a value question is 
asked, and he doesn't react, he just backs away from it. 
That's why I'm saying that the people think that this 
is less than even because they don't have personal 
feelings. And also it may reach us that the police just 


don't know. I think unless it was translated, "Well, ab

the bad points of marijuana is just that they are not goihg 
to be made, it's not going to come out. Consider that 
cooperation of the people. It's not the fact that 
policemen who bust the counsellor or personally sit down 
an task tO. “Well “then 1 think that prior ‘Co sitting 

down and counselling a person who has a problem with 

drugs, a little bit of pre-knowledge is important, 
psychologically and practically about what a person 

goes through with heroin, what is addictable, why he is 
addictable, what he goes through during his addiction 
period. And if the policemen weren't actually that way 

it would probably be more effective as a prevention 

agent.

THE PUBLIC: In this English speaking 
country they have a game called football, and every year 
they have a game called the Grey Cup Game. And when in 
New Brunswick everybody went out of their way to cancel 
what should be legalized, and what is their right.

anyone disputes the necessity of having the police. I 
ope he was being sarcastic when he said, "If I tell them 
Ougquit,. they, willpqudite! oI wouldjdike»to ¢eliia coupde 
f.the.

in Drug Aid that says, "If you can't get along with 


the police, the next time you get in trouble, calla 
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hippie." It says so there. The question to you is what 
do you see as the Montreal or the Canadian police's 
obligation to relative education in crime prevention?

THE CHAIRMAN: Perhaps we should move on 
now to the next --- 

THE PUBLIC: Mr. LeDain, one very importan 
aspect concerning the role of the police in drugs, 
and it is if the drugs of the nation is to be reviewed by 
the Commission in force right now. This is one aspect I 
am amazed does not get more of your attention, and this 
concerns roughly the sort of plan that England has dealt 
with their narcotics drugs, the opiate narcotics. This 
is a human problem for two reasons. I find it outrageous 
in its neglect. One is the civil liberties of the 
individuals involved by society's attitude to 
outlaw these substances. That is an issue in itself. 
But beyond and above that, the society's concern for 
itself, and from the testimony or the demonstration of 
the ex-addict that we saw this morning, I think it has 
been doubly impressed upon us, that hundreds of these 
individuals roam our streets right now and the main 
aspect is that they are unattended, their needs have to 
be met only by themselves. Now I am not claiming that 
a doctor's prescription will solve the addict's problem 
to himself, but that is his own business to work out 
with his own conscience or his clergyman or his doctor. 
Society's concern comes in as to how that individual 
reacts with the rest of society. And beyond and above 


the issue of civil liberties it is in society's interest 
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that they do something with those addicts and certainly 
not let them roam the streets freely. Wrongly this 
Commission before us had not devoted attention to the 
type of plan that England has apparently dealt with 
successfully, at least in the aspect of the social 
consequences of drug addiction. I have read a report 
that the crime rate associated with addicts meeting 
the outrageous prices the pushers charge, has been reduce 
by 90%, merely because they can go to doctors and get 
the drugs, and help, on the prescription. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We are studying the English 
plan or the Enoglish system, and we indicated in our 
bn eeriin report that we want to give further study to 
the whole question of treatment before expressing 
ourselves on certain issues. And we expect to deal 
with this in the final report.

Mr. Mark Earley, representing Heads and Hands? I know 
it is to the best of motives of all of these interven- 
tions, but I think we will have to make a reasonable 
distribution of the time here. I should like to thank 
also Mr. Briggs and M. Aubin. 

We will just kind of have to share the 
time as equittably as we can, because we have still to 
hear from, I believe, eight scheduled submissions. We 
will stay here as long as necessary, but it gets kind of 
fatiguing for those of you who are scheduled around the 
supper hour. 

Is it Mr. Earley? 

MR. EARLEY: I am Mark Earley. We have 
not had any time to prepare a submission today, so we 
are going to try to put a few things together to give 
you the essence of it. One of the things that has come 
up to us after a couple of years of working in the youth 
scene, Pat and I are both detached workers with the 
YMCA, working in the community --- 

THE CHAIRMAN: Could you speak a little 
more closely to the microphone? 

MR. EARLEY: Okay. NDG is (portion 
inaudible). 

In trying to understand the problems, 
the drug problems, it has been a long time now, in 
our conclusion, that we are not getting the drug 
problem, we are not dealing with isolated youth 
problems, we are dealing with the overall problem, the 
problem which is in so many ways, or could be called a 


problem of a lack in our society as a whole, of whatever 
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it takes to make a person feel at home, comfortable 

and happy in his environment. A lot of submissions I 
heard this morning, dealt heavily with the rationalizing 
aspects of drugs. We know it is impossible to tell a 
speed freak that speed is going to hurt him. He knows 
that probably better than anyone here today, and nobody 
is going to tell him that. But what is it this speed 
freak is lacking? To understand the speed freak, we 
know he is a very lonely depressed person. He does not 
need a psychiatrist to see once a week, or any other type 
of services. He needs a friend, or more than one friend. 
Another important aspect to take in the speed freak is 

a very good example of an isolated person in our youth 
culture today. He did not get to this condition through 
the use of speed. He was there already. He was lonely, 
he was isolated, he was depressed before he got on to 
speed. True, the use of it might make him worse. So 

we are dealing with a very wide problem in our society 
as a whole. 

I want to read a few things from a paper 
we have written and the paper is in the very early stage 
of development. 

"The Individual Needs of Man. 

In dealing with the psychological or 

social problems or ills in our society, 

it is of prime importance to achieve a 

good understanding of man's needs, the 

essentials that are necessary to make a 

healthy, happy and functioning individual. 


The recent history of our society shows 
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-ll2- 
that one of man's most important needs was 
that of security, food, shelter, and 
basic comforts. The desire for such 
security made the achievement of economic 
gain his primary goal. Today however, 
the majority --- I stress the majority 
--- of us --- and by stressing the 
majority, I mean not all of us unfortunate 
ly, but the majority live in a state of 
affluence which has surpassed a reasonable 
state of material security, with the 
result that for many people, economic 
gain is no longer a primary goal, as 
manifest in large numbers of youth today. 
Others still strive for further affluence 
knowing that they have other unanswered 
needs, but not knowing how to go about 
them. 
What then are the primary needs of so many 
people including youth,-in the present 
Gavia, Lins OUxy, Opinion that thesedaxe 
centered around emotional needs, a need 
for meaning to one's existence, a need to 
feel that one is playing a useful role 
in society, an answer to the question 
"Who am I?" 
We are not saying that such needs are 
new, but they are of prime importance 
at the present time. The situation is 


worsened by the fact that the whole 
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area of emotional needs is so intangible 
and difficult to define. It is a subject 
unlike pollution and economic gain that 
inherently defies intellectualisation 
and rational understanding by the 
average individual, a phenomenon which 
our rational society has difficulty with 
in 2tselt. 
Probably one of man's most basic needs 
after food, shelter and clothing, is to 
feel personally secure, to feel confident 
of himself, to know that he is of impor- 
tance to some other people, and that he 
can influence them, that is, that he 
has the ability --- the capability and 
importance to be meaningful and important 
im their lives and activities. Note that 
we talk of a two way process. Just as 
man has needs for other people to help 
him, to give him pleasure, and to meet 
other needs, so does he have a need to 
know that he can do these same things 
for other people, that others value him 
enough that he can help them, give them 
pleasure, and meet their other needs. 
Such a two way process is not limited 
to his friends or environment, but clearly 
extends as far as that which affects 
him. Community leaders, educational 


system, industry, government. He not 
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Only needs their help, he also needs to 
know that he is important to them, that 
he can be of some influence to them, 


however small. The two way process we 
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describe can be likened to an alternating 
voltage, changing direction every half 
cycle. The socialisation process, that 
of living in a civilised society, is a 
constantly alternating interaction. 
Probably one of the chief faults today 
is that there are too many people --- is 
that for many people, too many one way 
arrows, and by that we mean just one 
direction of the two way process, the 
stuff coming in but no feeling or ability 
to get stuff out, namely those going 
toward the centre, coming in towards 
themselves. And absence of arrows in the 
other direction, that means the possiblity 
to influence other persons. Such a lack 
must go towards creating feelings in the 
individual: of isolation, forced aliena- 
tion, loneliness, impotence and lack of 
personal confidence. Further, hteaprsrnot 
difficult to relate some of the manifest 
abnormal, anti-social behaviours in our 
society as an extension of the above 
feelings. Such abnormal behaviour would 
include everyone from the depressed, lonel 
alcoholic or junkie, through many types of 
crime, to political assassination. 
It is therefore, from this standpoint 
that we go on to discuss the values of 


our society today. We have already 
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discussed briefly the progress of our 
society, to a point where, today, most of 
us live in a state of affluence above that 
which is necessary to meet our material 
needs. However, we still have as our majo 
goal the achievement of economic gain, 
and our whole orientation seems aimed at 
that goal. It is this orientation which 
seems satisfied to let people drop by 
the wayside, they could not keep pace or 
be unemployed, someone has to be unem- 
ployed. We have developed very sophis- 
ticated mechanisms to avoid noticing the 
effect of this pursuit, the average 
individual has never met a junkie, 
heroin addict, even less have a feeling o 
what his life is. 
It seems appropriate at this point to 
ask the question of whether or not the 
health and happiness of each and every 
individual is still the aim of our 
society. Many would say it is, others 
would say "yes but". Youth would say 
no. Can we deny that the direction of 
our society must provide the answer "no". 
Can we also deny that many of those supp- 
orting our present direction, privately 
feel many of the emotional inadequacies 
already discussed. But lack the knowledge 


or ability to remedy them, or are not 
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sufficiently confident to do so. It 
takes.a,lot.of guts,to. say "I.am.lonely". 
In an examination of our society's values 
we come across numerous phenomenon that 
are difficult to explain in a context of 
the individual, and every individual 
being important and primary. Just one 
example is a factor in our society which 
certainly doesn't contribute in our 
opinion to the health and happiness of 
every individual. The disturbing factor 
is the effect of the media on our 
society. Advertisements which state that 
"love is riding horseback smoking a 
certain brand of cigarette",or "happiness 
is driving a Chevrolet or something" can 
only amount to the most blatent abuse 
and manipulation of delicate human 


CMOELON 31) 


A comment here --- while most of us here today can cope 


and handle in some way with these kinds of things, that 


confront us every day, how can the people who feel some 


kind of depression or loneliness or isolation cope with 


these things? 


than us. 


They are the ones that are affected more 


"We seem to operate on the premise that 
we can take whatever comes, and those who 
cannot, well, there's a place for them. 
Little is known about the exact psycholo- 


gical effects on the individual of the 
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mass media, and in our opinion research 
into this area would be a worthwhile inves|t- 
ment. Some kind of self or imposed 
discipline on business and industry re- 
garding advertising practices would also 
seem highly desirable. 
In essence then we are grappling with the 
problem, "Can we make our system work as 
a means by which each individual can 
achieve personal health and happiness." 
Clearly it is not that at the present. 
Are we prepared to make the necessary 
adjustments to our system, so that it 
works. (for us’, and! not us for ite “Can we 
put the individual in a position of 
primary importance in our society? It is 
our opinion that we must. Present day 
social ills won't disappear, and "band 
aids" (emergency treatment) will do littl 
more than partially heal a festering 
wound. Unchecked, our system has in our 
opinion the power to burn itself out, 
that means burn us out." 
Just to conclude then the few thin-s that I have been 
saying. Over and above all the arguments that we have 
ever known of the role of the police or of the education 
of society, over and above all these, there seems to be 
a basic lack in the society, and that is the lack of ability 
to make each and every person feel at home and comfortable, 


and feel his own personal worth in the society. And 
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clearly it is to this that we feel we must address ourselves. 

Obviously, we --- such a task is a 
pretty mammoth task, and it is without question calling 
on Government, Government leaders of our society, 
business and industry and everyone else to take a 
serious look at attitudinal changes. Changes which 
can better cope, and better deal, better help and 
take, care cof .=-=-.ory~notatakercaresin terms,of treatment, 
but better encompass all people in our society ina 
healthy and happy atmosphere that we can sort of look 
towards hopefully. While it is of prime importance 
that this task be looked at on a society level, I am 
going to hand it over to Pat Crawshaw right now, who 
can do a little bit to describe some of what we are 
doing in the west end of Montreal in NDG towards 
affecting the environment and use effect. Here's Pat 
Crawshaw. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

MR. CRAWSHAW: As a youth orator, I 
come into contact daily with youth who live in a middle 
class community. I feel that the assumption of how much 
we hase our whole project is one of what we call a 
therapeutic community, or it is based on the presuppo- 
sition that drugs are a symptom of a much greater and 
an underlying youth problem, which is really society's 
responsibility ,wandenot. thasy-sr a youth responsibility. 
We feel that drugs must be placed within the context 
of youth, and not the other way around. My feeling is 
that we are taking individuals in a matter of, you 


know, where their heads are at and so on, and trying to 
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sort of identify a learning process for them and buy 
opportunities for them. So if you have somebody who is 
shooting speed, rather than have him shoot the speed, 
depend on some kind of youth worker who may be there, 
detached worker, some psychologist or something like 
that. We try to bring about an awareness on his part 

of exactly the sort of situation in which finds himself, 
the contacts, frustrations, feelings, interests and 
desires which he in some way is trying to articulate, 
and which he really cannot see any outlet for. And so 
he turns aS a meaning substitute to some drug, or to 
some other sort of form of behaviour so that he can find 
the outlet which he needs to cope with the situation 
with which he is confronted. Dealing with that, we have 
to deal with the youth as an individual, not as a member 
of some group,and not as a member of some sort of 
stereotype, not a youth who we term straight,or hippie, 
not a youth who we see as a speed freak or a junkie or 
somebody who is a cannabis user. Rather a youth who is 
an individual, who has his own individual needs and who, 
in some way, through his environment, is trying to 
articulate those needs and form some meaning and some 
ability in the environment around him. The whole idea 
of a therapeutic community therefore is one of a process 
of awareness, a learning process on the part of the 
youth, and the workers involved. The workers, 

hopefully have the ability and are trained sto a certain 
extent. Much of this training is on --- to be able to 
identify these needs, be able to identify growth 


patterns that this individual can sort of tie himself 
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into in order that he can find meaning in the environ- 
ment in the context in which he lives. Through making 

an individual aware he in turn can help his peers, hope- 
fully, to become aware of their sort of situations and 
the kinds of frustrations and interests which they are in 
return articulating. So that the whole thing has approached 
and why we call it Heads and Hands is very deliberate. 

It had referred to certain kinds of heavy things like 
psychiatry, certain medical services and services of 

that nature which deal with sort of a person's mental 

and psychological and emotional stability. The hands, 
and why we use the term hands, refers to the creative 
outlets which we feel any youth are kind of craving for, 
but which they really cannot find. They attend schools, 
or they go home, and hopefully schools try to provide som 
kind of creative outlet for them. But most youth 

sort of find frustration, and the whole competition trip 
which they cannot get into, and so which they kind of 
view, or apathetically ignore, or just sort of do the 
minimal requirements in order to get by. What we are 
tbyangetofderic serteofrto trycandidiseover datierent 
interests and desires on the part of youth in our 
community. And through various workshops, depending 

on what they do --- try to get those kids into some- 
thing that they desire, that they are interested in, 

so that they can attain a sense of accomplishment; so 
that they can say that they do have some ability to 
influence the environment; to influence other people 
around them, and have some kind of personal worth that 


other people can respect. And in which they can find 
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meaning. So some of the workshops that are run on our 
various sort of handicraft workshops and things like 
that, we are into other things like sense relaxation 

and sensitivity groups, and different forms of group 
therapy, as well as personal counselling. So the overall 
approach is --- the advocation --- the approach and the 
ideas have been around for a long time, but we feel 

that the application to the degree that we are trying 

to apply it to drugs, and that application is by trying 
to créate an awareness, a consciousness on the part of 
the individual. An awareness and consciousness of his 
own needs and the people around him, so that he can sort 
6f;in 'some “way /reach out “and try to fulfill ‘those needs, 
and try to find some outlet in some kind of achievement 
or sense of achievement of certain things which he gets 
himself into. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

MR. CAMPBELL: I wonder if you would like 
to comment on any changes that you have seen during the 
last year, or the last six months, either in the 
absence of drug use or the place that drugs have in the 
social life generally of young people? 

MRy GARLEY? * Tl am’ not ‘sure-1f I ‘cah see 
any amount of changes. There hasprobably been a further 
stabilization of the stand on the part of use, that 
cannabis, marijuana, hashish is a recreational drug. 

We really run intovery little evidence to show that it 
is a harmful substance. That is,sby the kinds of things 
we Gees"? Most’ of the youth that’ we know ==-"there is the 


occasional very heavy user of cannabis, and he does becom 
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affected to some minor extent, nothing to the extent of 
the more heavier drugs like heroin. But generally 
speaking, that youth,certainly in the type of communities 
that we are working in now in a very definite way, accept 
Marijuana, hashish, aS a recreational drug, which 

they use I think very much in the same way as many 
adults use alcohol. 

Other factors,I guess,is a continuing 
increase in the use of speed, or dependence on speed. 
I think probably some decrease in this sort of heavy 
use of the hallucinogens, but I can't be sure of these 
kind of statistics,which really don't make too much 
effort to --- you know, work on, getting details as to 
the statistics of this kind of thing. Generally speaking], 
in our approach we are not concerned about drugs 
themselves at all. As before, we said speed freaks' 
problem is not speed, but it's a problem that he has 
in society. And that's where we direct our energies. 
Certainly in one positive factor, he could be on speed, 
but. "that's: just one of them. 

MR. CRAWSHAW: My own feeling on that is 
that. apart froms-sesince ounelast personal meeting 
with you a few months back, I haven't noticed any 
marked changes either. I feel that probably zn -terms 
of early and late adolescence, the behavioural patterns 
of drug use of early adolescence is very unstable, and 
sort of predominates through a curiosity factor and a 
high insurgence to experiment. Whereas later in 
adolescence it seems to taper off and become more 


stabilized. And there is less,sort of an urge to 
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experiment with newer or various combinations of drugs. 
Adolescents have kind of settled down in some kind of 
behavioural pattern of drug use, whether it be smoking 
now and then, or occasionally dropping acid, or if the 
person is into some kind of a speed trip. Something 
like that. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you very much, Mr. 
Crawshaw and Mr. Earley.

MR. EARLEY: May I just say one thing? 
We will develop this paper that I have in front of me 
and will submit it at some time in the early future. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

I call now on Mr. Michel Fabbri. Would 
you like to go to the microphone? Is Mr. Fabbri here? 

THE PUBLIC: I would just like to know 
from the Commission if they ever had questioned anybody 
who has actually become a marijuana addict? 

MR. CAMPBELL: It might be useful to look 


in the report. The definitions, or what we may call 


distinctions we made around the use of this particular wofd. 


DR. LEHMANN: We don't --- not many speed 
takers are diagnosed as speed addicts. Of course, speed 


freaks or speed users. As Mr. Campbell pointed out, 


the term "addiction" is a very questionable one. The use 


of the term is being discouraged in the sense of the 


use of dependence on one drug or another. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Physical. And you can make 


a distinctinction also between physical and psychological 


dependence. 
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DR. LEHMANN: There's certainly a lot of 
people psychologically dependent on cannabis, hashish 
or whatever. 

THE CHAIRMAN: I think we have expressed 
our views on that subject in Chapter 2. If you look in 
Chapter 2 under Cannabis you will see what it says ther 
about physical dependence and also what it said about 
psychological dependence and you get, I guess, the best 
answer we can give you right now as far as our own views 

THE PUBLIC: But going in Chapter 2, I 
know a lot of parents, a lot of children who could be 
considered addicted to their parents. 

THE CHAIRMAN: We do acknowledge the 
difficulty of getting a satisfactory definition of 
psychological dependence for the purpose of our inquiry. 
We make that distinction. We understand that in the 
broad sense it could include a lot of the factors you 
suggest. 

DR. LEHMANN: There is one other comment 
that in general it is considered to be conducive to 
mental health to be dependent on asfew things, and 
people as possible- SO that the more one is dependent 
on T.V. or hashish or other people --- well, it is 
better té bé*iess. 

THE PUBLIC: Yes, but most of these views! 
seem to be expressed by psychiatrists to their patients, 
that people should not be dependent. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Dr. Lehmann has not 
necessarily expressed the view that the Commission would. 


That the fewer people that are dependent are healthier

We call now on Miss Lenore Duggan of the 
Catholic School Commission of the English Section. 

MISS DUGGAN: I would like to start 
whatever I am going to say this afternoon by answering 
Mr. Campbell in terms of the very great changes we have 
seen in the last year in the type of drug use and drug 
abuse in our schools. Actually, my position there is 
one which works on curriculum, a curriculum planned in 
personal development, and family living programme. By 
being on this, the Curriculum Committee is composed of 
teachers and parents and students who work on this type 
of thing and try to set up some kind of a programme to 
allow youngsters to develop what we would call healthy 
attitudes so that they are able to make value decisions. 
But this presupposes that they are going to reach an 
age where they can make a value decision before they 
aré putetoOrthestask ofcahaving toido it.*«And'this 
creates an awful lot of problems in our schools. The 
use of drugs in the elementary school two years ago 
was nil,as far as I was concerned. It was a little bit 
last year. There is all kinds of it as low as fourth 
grade this year. Vaitocteres who are not only sniffing 
glue or not only smoking hash, but are using glue 
or using LSD or even using speed as young as nine and 
ten years of age. I just wonder whether you can expect 
these youngsters to make value decisions about what they 
are doing. Invariably we find that the reason that they 


get them, and I don't know if I want to talk about early 
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adolescence because many of these are not into adolescende, 
we find that the closer they are in contact with the 

high schools, the higher the percentage. When we talk 

to young users in the high schooliswho have been heavy 
users and also have gone on to pushing, many of them 

admit the fact that one of the ways they supply their 

own habits is by turning on younger children. And this 

is a real serious concern for us in schools. 

Now the programme that we use and the 
programme we used in conjunction with the parents --- an 
I would like to say that most parents are very intereste 
in what they are doing,and what we are trying to do. But 
a lot of the problem lies in the fact that the adult 
generation never dealt with this problem, and therefore 
aren't quite sure. It is not so much that they are not 
interested in talking to their youngsters. Whan we 
see these very young children involved --- and to tell 
you the truth I had a mother who told me that her sixth 
and seventh graders and their friends had turned on 
their five year old in kingergarten, that we are dealing 
with something that is not at the point of whether you 
want to talk about the education in terms of drugs. As 
far as I'm concerned, most of the kids have more facts 
than we do about the facts of the specific drug. The 
problem is that we are dealing with a youngster, and 
when they are old enough to make this decision, what we 
can do in education,it seems to me,is open it up for 
communication so that some of them can come to value 
decisions. They will make the decisions, we won't. 


I am a little bit leery about a five year old kid, I 
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don't think he can make this decision, and I don't think 
the nine or ten year old can. And I am convinced that at 
that age, and I would like to have different ideas, but 
I am convinced that at that age we are going to have to 
do something about warning the children about taking 
things that can be dangerous, in the same terms that 

we warn children about getting into cars with strangers. 
We do this without too much difficulty, and I think we 
are going to have to make some type of programme which 
really proves to young children not to let someone give 
them something. You take a nine year old boy and you say 
to him, "Hey, try this. Will it ever make you feel 
great". What is he going to do? He is going to try it. 
So I can tell you that within the last three weeks, I 
bate seen myself and these are only the ones that come 
to light, and as I said I do not work in the social 
service work but in the curriculum department --- at 
least fifteen elementary school children who are heavily 
hooked on drugs. We had three on a school bus from 
fifth and sixth grade who freaked on bad LSD trips, and 
this is the type of thing we are dealing with when we 
talk about an educational programme. And I think it is 
very different at the high school level, and the college 
level where it has to be in terms of open communication 
and discussion. At the elementary school level, it has 
to be in terms of assume a healthy respect for chemicals, 
the substances that they don't know what they are. And 
this is something that we are really trying to work on 


now. 


Now I would like to answer a question. I 
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said I wouldn't,but I changed my mind. A comment which 
was made from someone for Drug Aid. I have great respec 
for Drug Aid and I think Drug Aid does a tremendous 
service at the grass roots level of the problem. I 
think it is extremely important. I am very taken with 
the Head and Hands group. We are active with the Spera 
group who also have tried to help our youngsters, and 
if I could have something to say to the LeDain Commissio 
where 

it would be to have places / youngsters who are trying 
to get off could go-vand not have to wait for six months 
or three months, waiting period in the hospitals. Some 
type of rehabilitation set up,and that is not my field. 
But I think that is one of our greatest needs right now. 
I really think the education programme lies in this 
total personal development, and it is the idea of a 
child reaching a level where they can make decisions. 
As far as groups going into our schools, putting on any 
type of programme, we have but I think you must remembe 
this; a very strong responsibility to the parents. The 
schools are an extension of the parents and they are 
there to do the work, the education of the child and 
the place of the parent. and therefore when groups of 
any kind come into the school and say things which are 
objected to by the parents, which can be taken in 
different ways, we have to be extremely cautious as to 
the type of programme of people coming into the school. 
We have had some problems with this. We do use various 
groups who come in. 

MISS BERTRAND: May I ask you how --- wel 


I think you already mentioned that some of the really 
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1} young kids and even adolescents were expressing a wish 
to get off drugs. Could you tell us in what terms they 


usually say that?

MISS DUGGAN: In what terms they say that? 

5] This is a very sad thing that has happened and I'm not 

6| talking about our drug users. I'm talking now specifi- 

7|| cally in school. Many of our youngsters who will come 

gi| to a guidance counsellor or teacher, someone they could 

9 talk to,who knows them or understands them, will say they 
they 

10 want to get off and/are afraid? And they are afraid of 

the pushers in their own school. They are afraid ,they 

are threatened, and this is in seventh grade, sixth 


13 grade. They will break their arms, they will break 


their legs, they will do this if they don't buy drugs,

15 and believe me peer group pressure can be a very strong 
16 thing. So if you call the hospitals they will alsosee a 
7 youngster who is in an acute attack or something like 

18 that, but the youngster who wants help, it is to find a 

19 place to send them so that they can get help, so they 

20 can stay in that environment, in that group, they are 

a1 going to go back on the drugs. This is generally what 

22 they say. I could give you names and addresses. 

93 THE PUBLIC: May I ask an appropriate 

24 question at this moment? Where did these children of 

95 nine and ten years old get their money to supply their 

26 habit? 

27 MISS DUGGAN: They steal. We have youngsters 
28 eleven, twelve years old going in for male homosexuality 
29 We have little girls who visit older men who get paid 


30 25¢ or 50¢ --- and maybe they steal, or they sell to 
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someone else. 

THE PUBLIC: You were talking about like 
when you let your groups go into the schools, right? I 
know for a fact that your School Commission dictates 
what the kid --- what the people say when they go into 
the school. You claim the kids know a lot about drugs. 
Now if you go in, and I know that the Catholic School 
Board (inaudible) which is now called Drug Aid, 
that they have to go into the school and state marijuana 
was a dangerous drug,and addictive. Now we disputed 
the fact and we did not say it was addictive or non- 
addictive, but this is what a lot of people on the Board 
said, and there was a big hassle over this. 

MISS DUGGAN: Excuse me, it is not the 
School Board that dictates except that the balance of 
the School Board was not there and the group that saw 
the Curriculum Committee spoke about the programme- And 
the reasons were questioned at the time, and I think it 

is 
is quite well known/that they went into an elementary 
school, seeing six and seventh grade children and told 
them to try the drugs,but not get hooked. 

THE PUBLIC: By the way, I was in, that 
school and we did not tell them to try any drug- And 
that came from one woman on the Board who quoted mer 
and who quoted me wrong. 

MISS DUGGAN: I don't know who they quoted 
It came from the children, the parents, and the teachers. 

THE PUBLIC: Are you sure about that? 
Because I was at the meeting, and there was, say, 4 


woman asked me if I thought marijuana should be made legal 
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Now I stated a personal opinion. I stated it shouldn't 
be made legal. That more research should be done into 
it, okay? But that woman in that Committee stated out 
loud in the Committee what she wanted to hear, because 
a lot of the parents there did not come with an open 
mind, they came with a very closed mind. 

MISS DUGGAN: Excuse me, I have never hear 
anyone on that Committee or anyone else in the School 
Board saying that marijuana was of an addictive nature, 
etc., etc., which is what you are saying-And that has 
never been said. It has been said that it is illegal, 
that there should be more research done, that they had 


better consider the factors before they start. And I 


don't think it was you,ybut it may have been. I don't 


know who said it at the school concerned, but this was 
in on record, and it is on record from the children, 
from the teachers. And this is one of the reasons why 
we have to be so careful of groups going into schools. 

THE, PUBLIC: Do you think it should be 
legalized? 

MISS DUGGAN: I don't know. I don't 
believe there has been enough reason. And I don't think 
if it is legalized, it should be legalized to five, six 
and seven years old. 

THE PUBLIC: I have been (inaudible) 
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MISS DUGGAN: Well do you understand 
English? 

- THE PUBLIC: Yes. 

MISS DUGGAN: All right. I am not saying 
we do not have any groups. We use the Spera group --- 

THE PUBLIC: Jerry Burton? , 

MISS DUGGAN: Jerry Burton's group of 
youngsters from the high school, kids fifteen, sixteen, 
seventeen who do talk, and they do talk their language. 
And believe me, whether you believe it or not ,this has 
a great effect particularly on our younger children, and 
it has a great effect on high school, and it has gone 
over a great deal with the youngsters. I am not talking 
about what the teachers or the School Commission, and I 

_ don't have anything to do with the French side of the 
Commission, but I am telling you right now that of all 
the groups that have had any effect on the youngsters 
whom they go to talk to, that is the group that is the 
group that is effective. 

THE PUBLIC: Jérry. Burton? 

MISS DUGGAN: Yes, I am talking about 
Jerry Burton. 

THE PUBLIC: Well,I do not want to talk 
about Jerry Burton, because I don't agree with Jerry 
Burton. 

THE PUBLIC: Does Jerry Burton and his 
group tell the students to whom they speak ,that marijuana 
is harmful, that it's addictive? 

MISS DYEGAN: No. 


THE PUBLIC: What do they talk about? 
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MISS DUGGAN: They talk about in terms of 
the five stages of addiction, including alcohol, includi 
marijuana, including all of these and what could happen 
if the continue on. They tell their story more and talk 
to people. 

THE PUBLIC: Another question is as to 
the eleven and twelve year olds who are stealing. 

For what drugs are you talking about that they will 
steal for? 

MISS DUGGAN: They will steal to get the 
money. But mainly the ones we have had have been on 
acid or speed or glue sniffing, and they nearly all have 


tried hash, but I don't know what was concerned when 


they tried it. 


THE PUBLIC: Any cases of them stealing 
to supply the cannabis habit? 

MISS DUGGAN: Yes. But just to get the 
money to buy it, $5.00 or $10.00, they get what they 
can, whatever they can, and they don't really care 
where they get it. I would just say that --- you know, 
I hate to talk indefinitely I know they have all been 
on it, or a lot of them have been on it. And where they 
stole from I --- as I said,in the last couple of weeks 
I have seen at least fifteen myself. 

THES PUBLIC & heln pALLe 

MISS DUGGAN: Nearly all of them at 
least tried cannabis. 

THE PUBLIC: No, but how many are 
stealing? 


MISS DUGGAN: I don't know, I never asked 
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: them what they particularly steal for ,to find out what 
2 the problem is, what they are doing. 
3 THE PUBLIC: As someone who is interested 
4 in you and who is part of the School Commission, is the 
5 problem that what they are stealing for, or is the 
6 problem maybe why they are stealing? And what drives 
7 them to steal? Are their values corrupted before they 
8 take it, or after they take it? 
9 MISS DUGGAN: I don't know the answer to 
10 that, except that they were a high incidence, so,you know 


I can't say which came first, whether it's these kids 


11 

12 steal and therefore they go on drugs, or whether it's 

13 kids on drugs and they steal to get drugs. You know, 

14 it seems to run a vicious circle, and goes around ina 
15 ‘ ,.irole. 

16 THE PUBLIC: Do drugs create the problem 
7 at home and in school, or is the possibility there 
18 that the home and the school create the problems with 

19 drugs? 

20 MISS DUGGAN: Well I don't think rug is 
21 the problem, I think the youngster is the problem -<-- 

22 whatever the problem is is in the youngster. But then 
23 the drug, and especially at that age, magnifies the 

a4 problem to such an extent because now they have more of 
95 a problem. You know, now they start to steal more or 

96 whatever it is, so it's a far more serious problem. But 
7 as I said, my biggest concern with these youngsters is 
as they are not old enough to make that kind of a decision. 
99 THE PUBLIC: Who is old enough? 


MISS DUGGAN: I don't know, but certainly 
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not eight or nine, you are not able to make a value 
decision on whether or not you are going to try acid or 
you are going to try hash, or you are going to try speed. 

THE PUBLIC: But that's what the point is, 
It is not what they're trying, but the point is why a 
five year old can be so easily subjected by somebody 
elses opinion to try something. 

MISS DUGGAN: Because his bigger brothers 
and sisters told him to try it, and so he is going to 
Umye ites And so is the eight year old,and so is the nine 
year old ,even from the best homes,if they are involved 
in that kind of a situation. "Hey, it will make you feel 
great". So they want to feel great. 

THE PUBLIC: One other thing, the drug 
problem has been in existence longer than two years,.so 
it hasn't come to your attention in the last two years. 

MISS DUGGAN: No, no, no. That's not what 
I said. I said in the elementary schools. 

THE PUBLIC: Well maybe away from Montreal, 
maybe away from Canada, but I am sure it does exist in 
Canada. You go to the States, New York State or Harlem 
where children are taking drugs and heroin in 
elementary schools, and why is it now that none of this 
affected you in the middle class and the upper class? 

Why is it now are they really interested in the general 
problem? Or are they interested in their children? 
Because it's the middle class who control the 
school. 

MISS DUGGAN: I can't answer that. I think 


people are concerned because it's more generally reached 
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| --- you know, it's more generally reached a proportion 
2 where I guess, sure, people aren't concerned away off 
3 in New York and Harlem, and you don't often think about 
4 it here I presume they are more concerned because they 
5 are in touch with the children, I guess so.

THE PUBLIC: But the problem isn't in the 
school, the problem is in the streets.

that's where the kids get ---

the children that are the problem.

there are groups that really are against the values of 
the society, and you know, whether you like it or not 
those young children do --- belong to those parents, 
and they do have a right to --- as to what goes on in 
their education.’ I mean,;I am sorry, but this is acfact. 
They are not your children. You have a seven year old 
daughter and you have a right to bring her up, but you 
do not have a right to dictate however how everyone 
elses child should be educated, and I think that's very 
important to remember. I think that we have an obliga- 
tion to see to it that there are people who know what 
they are talking about, and that youngsters can talk, 
and that there can be dialogue and we don't stand up 
there and make all kinds of false statements about 
marijuana and about everything else. And we don't 
spend our time merely dealing on the factual information, 
about the drugs. As I said, I think that most of the 
kids know more than the teachers, about the actual facts 
of the drugs. But we do use children to talk about it. 
We do use ex-users. We do use people who are ina 
programme, so it's not that we have closed our minds to 
letting anybody else get into the programme. It is 
that there are groups, that a committee of parents, 
teachers, youngsters, everyone who is involved in it, 
said no to in the schools. And now I didn't intend to 
Srangechatsup, but that’s === 

THE PUBLIC: You stated before that --- 
you’ statedieariter*that---= 

THE PUBLIC: May I just make a comment? 


One of the things that I've hear here most of today 
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is regarding education. I guess it's an assumption of 
education that one tries to instill a value system from 
that sort of form of education, or method of education, 
and hopefully through educated people they will sort of 
pick up and adapt, or adopt values and adopt a value 
system. One of the problems I have with most of the 
education programmes that do go on, are that they are 
really ignorant of what goes on on the street. I see 
from my experience --- and I -as a substitute teacher 
for three years in highschool. I feel that from my 
experience, that I see three spheres of activity, or 
three spheres of existence wherein a youth lives and 
grows up. That's the home, the school and the street. 
And it's my opinion, and I would even risk being cate- 
gorical on this point, that youth for the most part today 
do not get their values from their homes, do not get 
values from the school, but form and articulate their 
values from the street, and the street environment in whi¢h 
they live. Their parents may try to give them values, 
the school may try to give them values, but those values 
are tested and in the long run adopted by what they see 
on the streets, from their peer groups and friends, and 
the interests and sort of activities in which they find 
themselves. I think it's really essential in discussing 
any education programme that this fact be taken into 
consideration. 

MISS DUGGAN: I would hope though, that 
whatever the parents --- what parents are doing as that 
child grows up, and what the school is trying to do, woul 


have some help in at least establishing some type of

attitude, not by forcing him --- I don't think you can 
ever, you know, give a value. The youngster must acquire 
a value and an attitude partly by what they see. And I 
don't think the school can do a great deal when it's not 
in the home. I think the school can only help what's in 
the home, and what's in the street, to try and at least 
let a child look at what the T.V. ads mean, what you were 
talking about before. But the parents can do it too. 

You know that everything isn't true that's on television. 
This bulb is General Electric and has to be good, you 
know, what does that mean? Look at our cookie toaster 
out in the kitchen, it's not good. I think parents are 
part of the problem, and this is one of the things that 
we find with a lot of our adolescents is they never 

learn to take any responsibility at home, and so when it 
comes to the time of adolescence which is difficult, in 
the early age between childhood and adulthood they do 
search for a --- you know, a quick solution to everything 
So as someone said, they use hashish as a pleasure drug. 
They are still --- and when they use any of these things 
to solve their problems, I think they're in bigger troubl 
than they were at the beginning. And I am not going to 
get into the argument in terms of just of the hashish. 
But when a child smokes marijuana, instead of going 

home, or instead of going to school because the problems 
rer are too big to face, he's got another problem. 

Not the marijuana, he's got another problem. And I think 
a lot of our, youngsters who grow up in an.extremely 
permissive society where they have this attitude that, 


you know, everything has to be easy --- who said that 
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everything has to be easy? Who said that school is 
easy? Who said that getting up and going to work is 
easy? Who said it's easy to sit here all day and 

listen to all kinds of people? And kids have never had 
to do anything, never had to take the responsibility for 
anything. When they reach the 13 or 14 year old age 

are looking for quick pat solutions to life's problems 
and I'm sorry, I don't think they can find it in 
chemicals or alcohol. 

THE PUBLIC: Now you stated earlier that 
the School Commission is an extension of the parent. 
Well maybe the School Commission is just an extension of 
the problem. | 

MISS DUGGAN: Sure. I agree, I agree, 
and I think that what you can do is look at it and see 
what you can do to help these youngsters. That is all 
that we can do.

MISS DUGGAN: I agree with you very much. 
I am sorry too there are not more parents here to listen 
to the group and listen to what people have to say about 
it. I think again perhaps when you say let us not have 
intolerance on both sides, we really have to understand 
that so many of the parents just don't understand the 
problem?" I think this is very true. Or the problem, as 
we say, the phenomena of drugs, and I think: ‘tharsmirs: copie 
It's a (new one) and they back away from --~- many of 
them, from what they are not sure of. We found this too 
in sessions with the parents, that some of them will jus 


back away because they would rather not look at it than 
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have to fact up to what problem they may have. 

THE CHAIRMAN: The gentleman at the micro- 
phone? 

"French" 

MISS DUGGAN: I think this is true, and I 
don't have the answer. But we have tried just what you 
are saying, bring youngsters from one group to talk to 
youngsters --- parents of another group. And this seems 
touwwork,. And after’'that is done, you can bring the 
parents together with their own children because it seems 
to me that then they have opened up. What happens very 
often is if you put the same parents and the same youngsters, 
the two of them get in a fight, and that is the end of that 
discussion for that night. So the youngster who says, fo 
instance, "I think marijuana is great", and the father says 
“Yous Say ?that> in public = and I" 11 'really*nash:you", or 
something, then you're really in trouble, you have a 
Light'Gn your-handss »So very often if you~tan” start 
with another group of youngsters and then include their 
own youngsters in it, it does seem to work. And it is 
very strange that when the parents attend the same type of 
sesssion as the children do, we find that the communicatio 
opens up. I have one thing that I found here today, that 
I have found that the great problem in the schools, and 
just as you are suggesting, in general, the parents of 
the youngsters who turn out, have fairly good communication. 
It's the parents who don't come whose youngsters need it 
and I don't know how you get down to --- you know, they 
are the youngsters who are in the difficulty. 


THE CHAIRMAN: Gentleman at the microphone? 
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"French" 

THE PUBLIC: The facts about drugs to the 
young people, like, who are we kidding? The Government 
is sending kids like, to jail, that's far out. 

"French" 

THE PUBLIC: There is a war going on, ther 
is going to be a civil war, a revolutionary war in the 
States. 

"French" 

THE PUBLIC: As long as you have the black 
market, you will have people taking the bloody thing. 

But damn it, why don't we have an open system of respect. 
Why don't we have a system where everything is open, 
everything is known, instead of giving information like 
you mustn't take it, you mustn't take it. The kid takes 
it of course. Nobody respects nobody today. 

MISS DUGGAN: If we had it open (inaudible 
at what point would you like them all to be taking drugs 
in the open system that you have? When would you like to 
open it? Anytime? 

THE PUBLIC: It is not a question of 
letting children take whatever they want to take. It is 
a question of having an open system between the parents 
and the kids of having mutual trust. The kids don't 
trust their parents any more, they don't. trust their 
teachers because they have had too much bullshit. For 
two thousand years we have been having too much bullshit. 
Right? They are talking about a new culture, right? 
Well, dig it, try to find out what it is all about. 


MISS DUGGAN: I don't agree that all

THE PUBLIC: I would like to expand on thi 
In all of our individual civil rights involved here, the 


civil liberties of the individual. We must realize that

just as alcohol was denied to people in the United States 
which includes appertifs, wine and the recreational use 
of alcohol, the same thing is being done to all of us. 
We have no choice in this matter. A group of people have 
decided that we cannot use certain substancies. Regardle 
nevertheless, that a certain minority might abuse them, b 
I think a certain minority will abuse anything even if it 
is tooth paste, and you can't go passing a law against 
tooth paste. Consider civil liberty, please. All of us, 
we are all involved. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. Dr. Roper? 

DR. ROPER: Mr. Chairman, members of the 
Commission and members of the public. I have made some 
notes about which I am going to speak and I have left a 
copy with the Commission. And I will read these notes. 

Heroin use is increasing particularly 
amongs the young. I saw 52 new patients in my office 
practice of general psychiatry during the month of 
September, 1970. Their average age was 20. 

The extent of the problem is hidden from 
hospitals and other organizations where the best treat- 
ment and research facilities exist. The addict is fright 


ened of the consequences of revealing his problem. The 


Sy 


free youth clinics are not a satisfactory solution as thpy 


serve as an attraction and haven for illicit dealing. 
The addict will prefer to be treated in 
the confidentiality of a physician's office and it is at 
this level, whether the physician be a psychiatrist or 
fanily doctor, that a great deal of clinical experience 


and knowledge is available. This information is 
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generally scattered and uncorrelated and it is an urgent 
requirement that it be assessed and used more effectively 
without delay. 

The physician treating an addict is faced 
with a number of problems. He has to be prepared for 
disruption of his practice, and the resentment that other 
patients may feel to the addicts. Hawes and I will give 
reference for this. Hawes, A.J., Lansing 76,66,26,258,26 
1970 has described this recently in some detail. The 
clinical decisions regarding diagnosis and treatment 
programmes are complicated by the additional responsibili 
of the physician that no irregularities occur in any 
narcotic medication, such as methadone, which he prescrib 
It is understandable, therefore, that the number of 
physicians willing to treat addicts is limited. 

There is, however, a great need for more 
effective treatment programmes. The poor results of in- 
patient treatment were described by Vaillant in 1966. I 
could give you the reference for that. This is the 
reference on Vaillant, American Journal of Psychiatry 
1 to 2, 7 to 7, 1966. The use of ECT and phenothiazine 
drugs was reported by myself in the same year. Canadian 
Medical Association Journal 95, 1080, Page 6, 1966. 

The well-known antipathy of the addict to hospitalization 
has increased the use of methadone programmes as describe 


by Dole and Nyswander. Journal of the American Medical 
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1| Association 193 to 654, 1965. Criticism levelled at 
2|| methadone has been that it is merely substituting one 
3) addiction for another. 
4 The need for a shert-term methadone treat- 
5] ment programme here in Mentreal led me to plan such a 
6| programme and set it up starting in September, 1970. 
7 Experiences of this programme so far can be tseful, not 
8] only as a sort of "pilot" study but as an example of 
9] what could be done in ordinary office practice and the 
10] directions in which the Government can be asked ic act to 
11] xeduce the dimensions of the problems involved. Terms 
12) of reference of the Commission E. 
13 The programme is called the Marginal 
14] Methadone Method (MMM). It is designed to terminate the 
15| addiction of heroin within a three month period. The 
16|| dosage of methadone used was a "marginal" one, in other 
17|| words, it was sufficient to reduce the withdrawal symptom 
19|| Of heroin to a level where the patient could just and 
19) Only just, cope with them. In addition to the methadone, 
20 other medication, usually phenothiazine drugs, were used. 
21|| The initial dose of methadone was never more than 40 mg. 
22|| a day and was given in divided doses. By the end of the 
23 first month, methadone was reduced to no more than 20 mg. 
94) 2 day, by the end of the second month, it was reduced to 
25 10 mg. a day, with cessation of methadone altogether at 
26|| the end of three months. The phenothiazine medication 
27; was gradually phased out altogether as indicated on a 
28|| follow up basis. 
29 Of the 52 patients originally seen, 18 wer 
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not considered to be genuine addicts and another 15 
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patients dropped out of the programme during the first 
month. The remainder seem to be progressing satisfac- 
torily and have reduced their methadone medication to an 
average of 15 mg. a day. 

This programme, besides the possibility 
that it may lead to some improvement in the treatment 
programme of addicts, has led to a number of clinical 
observations which might be worth pursuing. For example, 


every addict in this series had initially smoked 


-marijuana at or about the age of 15. 90% of them then 


proceeded to take significant amounts of LSD and about 
75% significant amounts of amphetamines before taking to 
heroin. The route used (IV, subcutaneous or nasal) may 
effect the prognosis. The incidence of psychiatric 
disorder, apart from the addiction, was low as compared 
to the high incidence seen in alcoholics. Some patients 
withdrawal symptoms had similarities to those of 
retarded depressions and responded to anti-depressant 
medication. Note the work of Cushman et al showing the 
reversed diurnal variation in plasma-corticosteroids. 
The reference is 3024 to 39, 1970. There was also variou 
other information on the sociological, vocational, and 
other aspects of the addiction picture which could be of 
some importance. 

A suggestion was previously made to the 
Government by myself in 1968 which was brought to the 
notice of the Commission again earlier this year. In sum 
mary, this suggestion with recent modifications could 
utilize the present facilities available to better use 


so that the country-wide problem of drug addiction could 
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REPORTING SERVICES -150- 
be more accurately assessed and the optimal preventive 
and treatment methods initiated with a minimal of delay. 

Mr. Chairman, I could read the salient 
points from that suggestion made in 1968. 

MR. STEIN: Could I ask a question first? 
In presenting your own description of what you call the 
Marginal Methadone programme, it appears as though you 
have built into it a --- an underlying assumption that 
it would be inappropriate to maintain indefinitely 
people on methadone. Is that a correct assumption to 
be made? In other words, are you opposed to the 
indefinite maintenance of persons on methadone? 

DR. ROPER: Well I am opposed to the 
maintenance of people on anything which is addictive, 
if it can become. Now methadone particularly, there 
has been quite a lot of criticism of this, in this 
methadone treatment programme. As I say it substitutes 
one type of addiction for another, so therefore I am 
against it. If it can be prevented, we should do Lt. 

MR. STEIN: In other words, would you be 
unwilling to accept the patient for treatment who told 
you directly that his interest was in switching from 
heroin to methadone, and he preferred this for whatever 
reasons, and that this was his interest. Would this be 
a cure or cessation of drug use? 

DR. ROPER: You can't really refuse any 
patient. You treat him in the best possible way. I 
thing that answers the question. You see, he might 
change his opinion, he might change yours. 


MR. STEIN: This is not a criteria, that's 
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what I wanted to establish. 

MR. CAMPBELL: I wonder if I could just 
pick up on the questions, Doctor. First of sat what 
procedures do you use initially to determine the fact 
of use and the extent of the user at the outset of the 
treatment? 

DRs ROPER: This is very difficult proble 
This is one of the reasons pie my suggestion in 1968. 

cS) 
The learned physician ,whoever/is,could be short of time, 
he is short of information, he is short of everything 
but these problems. Somebody comes in, he says he is 


on heroin, he will show you needle marks, he will tell 


you a story, maybe you aren't convinced. You know that 


he's associating with people who may have forced him to 


come to you, and he's not on heroin at all, but he's 
an amphetamine freak, as they say. But you can't be 
sure. So even if you are 90% sure that he is not a 
heroin addict, you still have a problem to decide 
whether to put him on the programme or not. And if the 
patient wants it, I think you have to put him on the 
programme and I think you have to watchhim and I think 
you have to see how he gets on. And the other advantage 
of a short-term programme like this,is it's not an 
unlimited one from the point of view of supplying him 
with methadone. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Will he remain in hospitali 
zation for a two or three day period? 

DR». ROPER: I'd like to be able to, but 
it's very hard to be able to get anybody to go in the 


hospital, and it's very hard to get hospitals to accept 
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them. 

MR. CAMPBELL: During the course of the 
treatment, are you using the routine urine analysis, or 
any other means to determine drug use? 

DR. ROPER: Once again I would like to go 
deeper into this, but the facilities are not available. 

MR. CAMPBELL: In many of the people who 
are using methadone in the United Kingdom, are you seeing 
the necessity for a back up psychotherapeutic approach 
where he remains on --- or even short-term methadone is 
used. Do you use psychotherapy in conjunction with a 
complete methadone withdrawal? 

DR. ROPER: Well it depends on the defini- 
tion of the use of the word psychotherapy. The use of 
psychotherapy in this particular type of marginal segment 
is, shall we say, a bit more forceful than the type of 
Supportive psychotherapy that might be indicated in other 
types of treatment. In other words, you have to tell 
these people that they have to be tough with themselves 
in order to get off. If they want to get off, they can 
do it, but they've got to be extremely tough on 
themselves. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Is your plan once the 
withdrawal has been achieved --- well let me put two 
questions to you. First of all, are you prepared to 
take a person a second time for a course of methadone 
withdrawal, or need 50 or 60 times, and what sort of 
programme can you develop for continuing contact with 
the patient once the heroin and methadone withdrawal 


has been achieved? 
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DR. ROPER: Well the first time you can't 
just treat the patient. Does that answer? 

MR. CAMPBELL: Not completely. You can 
treat a patient in a great many different ways. 

DR. ROPER: Well -he will come back and 
once again you have to make a decision whether you should 
repeat this procedure or contemplate him going to hos- 
pital.But as I say you have to arrange for the best of 
all treatment. The follow up plan, well, I think once 
again, each one --- each patient is different. You have 
to plan for your needs. And some of them,it seems ,with 
the present experience so far, they don't need anything. 
They are so pleased with themselves for having been 
relieved of this problem that they don't -seem to need 
anything. But I would always see them one month later 
anyway,if I can. As a follow up. 

MR. CAMPBELL: There is no follow up to 
see them a year later,or a year and a half later? 

DR. .ROPER:,..Well, i'dulike ;to.be,able: to 
do this. We had planned this. I think really I would 
like to see them yearly, for five years. Of course,the 
previous reference I gave I believe we treated a thousand 
cases in this general practice, and that I think we had 
one success in the five year follow up programme. 

MR. CAMPBELL: In the United Kingdom there 
is some opinion that the number of physicians, or the 
classes of physicians who can use certain drugs thera- 
peutically should be limited, only certain individuals 
can use heroin in a further attempt to limit the social 


use of intravenous use of amphetamines. And I think too 
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one of the needs for additional facilities, in institutions 
and also the requirement of special problems. In your 
professional judgment, should any physician, irregardless 
of specialty, be allowed to use methadone for similar 
approaches in the treatment of addiction? 

DR. ROPER: It would be an advantage if 
a physician had all the information available about this 
policy, and the type of problems that he would come up 
against. But the question of any physician, or no 
physician --- I would say any physician is better than 
nothing. Once again, I think the suggestions I made 
before would help to stop this problem. Going back to 
the statements about England that you made, there is a 
restriction now of course on the particular treatment, an 
this has only been done in special centres, and by 
accredited doctors. And there is, I think, a committee 
just been set up by the Federal Drug and the C.M.A. to 
get information on methadone treatment programmes and 
try and be sure that only those sufficiently qualified 
to give this type of treatment can actually give it. 

MR. CAMPBELL: Just one final question: 
in your own practice, do you insist that the patient 
come to you to receive the methadone, or do you give it 
weekly, or bi-weekly, in prescription form, or is there 
any general practice? 

DR. ROPER: Well I see them once a week 
and I give them the needle. 

MR. CAMPBELL: At the time? 

DR. ROPER: At the time. 


MR. COZEN: May I ask Dr. Roper a question 
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Are you aware at all times of what your patients are doin 
with the methadone? 

DR. ROPER: Yes. 

MR. COZEN: My question is, are you aware 
of the fact that they are selling it on the streets 
illegitimately? 

DR. ROPER: Yes, I am aware of this. 

MR. COZEN: Because, like, myself being 
personally involved in psychotherapeutic non-medicinal 
programmes, we feel kind of strongly about the over use 
of a substitute chemical, substituting addiction which 
in fact it does for them. The problem is that methadone 
being an addictive drug, withdrawals being much worse 
than heroin, a person who tries to get off of heroin 
goes on to methadone, and personally tries to take more 
of the methadone, and goes on to morphine and then it 
goes down the line to speed, to heroin, to methadone, 
to marijuana as well. But it appears to me, and I'm 
not saying it specifically to you, but I know in the 
States it's the question now of medical ethics, whether 
or not the doctors should see every patient and accept 
every patient on a methadone maintenance programme. This 
goes on in the States where the people do get a weekly 
prescription of methadone, some 40 mg. If they are 
not just given a prescription, they can fill out the 
forms and some say that the doctors are scratching the 
pharmacist's backs. But it appears that it's happening. 
What I would like to call for, if anything, is certainly 
some sort of investigation into the whole medical field 


relative to methadone maintenance. I don't think --- 
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personally, this is again opinion, I don't think that it 
has supreme advantages. I think that what we're trying 
to do is cure people, not sustain them. When we were 
talking about England, this morning we were discussing 

a heroin-methadone maintenance programme, but what 
happened in England is that they are looking for the 
common good as opposed to the individual good. You put 
a person on the heroin-methadone treatment programme, 
all you're doing is stopping the crime rate, you are not 
helping the individual. When you put a person on a 
methadone maintenance programme and don't involve him in 
a urinalysis programme, or don't involve him in a well 
formed psychotherapeutic programme, attached to the 
programme, you are feeding the purpose, you are not 
helping him. All you're doing is for $10.00 a week 
selling methadone which costs him less than 1¢ per time. 

MR. STEIN: Why do you assume that the 
only object of medical help is cure? Why would there not 
be the possibility of assisting someone to manage their 
lives differently? I mean, is that the object of most 
medicine, cure? 

MR. COZEN: Well I'll tell you, we are 
not talking about this medicine, what we are talking abou 
right now are the heroin addiction as it is in Toronto. 

MR. STEIN: No, but let's pursue it for 
a minute, because it appears that almost all of the 
treatment programmes that we have heard anything about 
in a year, have practically no indication of being 
successful in any statistically significant way of 


curing people around the business of drug use. And there 
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has been suggestion made to us in a number of places, it 
may well be that the notion of cure is one of the under- 
lying problems in approaching people who are drug 
dependent. That the idea we want to eliminate entirely, 
their involvement with drugs, may well be in some sense 
underlying our attempt to work with them. And I know tha 
you have indicated your philosophical position, as far 

as Drug Aid is concerned. But I am interested in why 

you are convinced this is the only appropriate -- 

MR. COZEN: I assure you this is not the 
only way, but I'm saying this is --- the methadone 
maintenance programme, the basic one is involved, the 
calibre of therapy involved in non-medical type of 
rehabilitation. What happens is they appear to be more 
happy because the person feigns normalcy, and he becomes 
a family type of man. He can go back to work. He 
appears normal, he is not stealing for his drug. In fact 
he is back to where he was before he started drugs. 

Now that's wrong, because it's a crutch. And the true te 
of the unrehabilitated person is whether or not there is 
a decreasing amount of methadone in his history. Take 
that crutch out from under him and the next thing you kno 
he is stealing for his junkie again. I am not condemning 
the doctor, I am not condemning the programme. But if we 
are sincerely interested in rehabilitation of an addict 

I think we have to get together. It is not a money makin 
venture. That is why a lot of kinds are on junk, because 
they say it is a money making venture. I may sound stron 
but I accuse a lot of doctors of exploiting methadone and 
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MR. STEIN: I would be just interested 
in asking Dr. Roper whether, given your own reservations 
about the limitations of the programme you have been 
able to start in a small type of way, whether you feel 
the problems that are being discussed by the representa- 
tives of Drug Aid are inherent in the methadone approach, 
or whether they are inherent in an approach which is only 
able to provide the chemical part of the programme. I 
gather from you that you are not happy with the limita- 
tions that you feel are implicit in your programme. You 
are only able to provide the drug, but you cannot do 
urine analysis and can check the individual when he 
comes in. And I gather you are about the read us your 
proposal. I presume you have accrued a much fuller type 
of programme. Could you indicate whether you think 
methadone is simply a chemical substitute, or can it be 
used in a larger sense, more fully developed programme? 

DR. ROPER: Well I would like to try 
and.answer the questions.in turn,.if.I can. ,The, first 
one, I think was regarding the methadone maintenance 
treatment. That is, unending treatment with methadone. 
Aci ly sayaitrhas-its, criticisms;and,1)think,ity1s),one 
of the vital reasons for a short-term methadone treatment 
as described. The reasons why the regulations have 
changed in England was because of irresponsibé pres- 
cribing. There have been changes in the United States 
and I will just briefly read what they are: 

"Under the new regulations, active cases 

must be submitted to the Federal Drug --- 


F.D.A. --- Federal Drug Administration an 
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then reviewed concurrently by F.D.A. for 

scientific methods. And the Bureau of 

Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs for drug 

intolerance. An application must contain 

a listing of the names, scientific trainin 

and experience of all investigative 

personnel, a description of the form and 
source of the methadone, a description 

of the chemical and laboratory facilities 

available to the patients, and detailed 

statement of experimental protocol." 

Well this, you can see, is going to finish 
a lot of doctors in their attempts to treat the drug 
addicts who come into their office. Unless they are 
involved in some sort of programme like this, they can't 
treat them, not in England. The only place it seems in 
the Western Hemisphere, is in Canada anyway. I think we 
could offer a treatment programme withour irresponsible 
prescribing, without people taking the drug and just 
making money, if we planned it properly. 

Now getting back to the next question, I 
think that I certainly would likecabh:cthisic Dethinkcd 
would like to know for sure whether someone coming to 
my office is an addict. I would like to know for sure th 
best treatment programme for him. Now nobody could tell 
me this, I think that if we have enough information from 
everybody concerned and it is correlated and it is sent 
out, and everyone is treated, we would have it. I think 
we could have had it by now. 
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1| DR. ROPER: I am sorry I did not have my 
2 simultaneous translation. I did not quite catch that. 
3 DR. LEHMANN: The question was if you 
4 know that a morphine had been used in curing a narcotic 
5 drug addiction. This gentleman has read of one being 


6 cured within a week with morphine, and do you have any 
7 experience? 

8 MR. ROPER: I have used catamorphine in 
9 ' alcoholics and it is a part of our current behaviour 

10 therapy. Behaviour therapy with the drug addict is 

11 used in a number of ways. I think the way it is most 
12 effective is by applying the needle. This does not 

13 seem very much but actually I found that some of my 

14 patients had to snort the heroin instead of shooting it 
15 and this was because ,for one reason or another ,they had 
16 become frightened of the needle. Now this could be done 
17 without the morphine. It is easier I think to get 

18 people off the heroin if they snort. It doesn't take 
19 so long and it does not take so much time. So that is 
20 the only information I have on that. 

21 _ MR. CAMPBELL: I wonder if to come back 
22 to the longer term methadone approach. A number of 

23 people have expressed the problem first of all of rapid 
24|| Withdrawal from the needle itself, as an indication of 
25 homosexual anxiety for instance. Secondly, relapse is 
26 so high that their approach, realistically, in their 

27 view, one can expect a high proportion of cases and has 
28 the interest of the patient and the social interest is 
29 served by what they would say in giving methadone 


30} maintenance. I would like your reaction to this. 
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DR. ROPER: Well I think that this certainly 
has to be taken into consideration. There are some 
patients who would be very difficult to get off of methadpne, 
in a short period of time. And the group that fell out i 
the first month had to have some other form of treatment. 
They should be admitted to hospital perhaps. If they 
agreed to go, and there was not h ospital facilities av- 
ailable. You see we have not really the facilities. If 
we could find that we could treat say, even 10% effectively 
by any out patient method, I think it is an advantage. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you very much Dr. 
Roper. We call now on Mr. John Aimers of the Progressiv 
Conservative Youth Association. Is Mr. Aimers here? 

yes? 

THE PUBLIC: Could I ask something of the 
doctor? Doctor, I would like to ask you something. I 
would like to know, would it be possible that when a 
person takes drugs, that could be like a sign that she 
would really need a drug, you know, maybe not the one 
that she takes, but, like, for instance, a diabetic take 
all his life a certain medication. And the trouble woul 
come that they choose the wrong drug and the amount they 
could choose. It is not under a medical supervision, 
but they feel good with it. I think there must be some- 
thing good in it. 

DR. ROPER: That is a good point. 

THE PUBLIC: But maybe when they take too 
much, you see, this is their problem, and maybe it is no 
the right one. 


DR. ROPER: I think you have really 
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1 || answered your own question in that they need something. 

2|| They select a drug, and unfortunately they often select 

3|| the wrong drug. If they had the right form of investiga- 
4) tion treatment, maybe a different kind of drug, or maybe 
§]| not a drug at all, some other form of treatment which 

6|| would have been much, much better for them. 

7 THE PUBLIC: Thank you. 

8 THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you, Doctor. We call 
g|}| now on Mr. Languirand. Is Mr. Languirand here?

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1 THE CHAIRMAN: Professor Tom McPhail, is 
2] he still here? 

3 PROF. McPHAIL: I am a Professor of 

q Political Sociology and I am going to keep my comments 

5]| to the point and make them very brief. 

6 I think that today has been a trip for 

7 me, just being here, and I don't know how the Commission 
8 survives. 

9 My initial comments are in an area of 

10 policy. In other words, the element of question becomes 
41} what can a Government do? In other words, regardless 

12 of whatever decisions are made, say, for or against the 
13 legalization of marijuana, to what extent can the Federal 
14 Government intervene within a decision making processes 
15|| of those who are using the drugs. That is the most 

16 fundamental question. How does the Government have 

17 influence? Now on the basis of some limited research, I 
18 can say that there are three other influences which 

19 dominate the human decision making structure, that the 
20 Government does not have access to,regardless of the 

21 direction they want society to go in. Three of the top 
22 four importance into the decision making are centred 

23 around our, activity... » The. finst.is. fascinating, and,ac's 
24 called a significant other interest which is essentially 
25 parental influence. How is the Government going to 

26 intervene in parental influence? It is almost totally 
27 outside of the realm. Another factor in drug usage 

28 deals with, our. structural. factors, In. other. words, it 
29 makes a difference whether you are twenty years of age 
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or sixty years of age. It makes a difference whether you 
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are in college, in terms of access to marijuana and other 
drugs, or out of college. It makes a difference whether 
you are in some areas as compared to urban areas. Another 
factor related to drug usage is called other related atti- 
tudes. That is, one's whole opinion towards such things 
as a liberal philosophy, small "1". Now one has a liberal 
orientation. Now how in the world is the Government going 
to intervene in your philosophy of life? By running full 
page ads that sets down "illegal to smoke marijuana" or 
even "morally legal?" They've got to be kidding themselve 
right? They've got to be kidding themselves, and yet 
mind you they will try to do it. On the basis of a 
study I just concluded in terms of Separatism I found tha 
the mass media influence is nil, relative to the decision 
pro or con of Separatism. I would hazard a guess --- 
although this is an imperial question, the same as pretty 
much with marijuana. No matter what the Government wants 
to do, it can run full page ads in Time Magazine, and the 
Toronto Daily Star and the Royal Press, whatever it wants 
to do. People are just not affected by the mass media. 
Specials on CBC on the evils of marijuana or the benefits 
of marijuana --- it's not going to cause a great deal 
of change, because the decisions are made on the basis 
of other variables and the Government cannot intervene. 
Second point, this creates a general disrespect for other 
laws. In other words, as a person and a member of societ 
like everyone else, I am concerned about respect for law. 
I am not a law and order man as such, but I am concerned 
about the diligent respect for law. In other words, it 
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in the United States a similar phenomenon salutes Viet 
Nan. Viet Nam has so injured the whole credibility of 
education, religious institutions, family structure, 
military institutions, that is has destroyed the respect 
for many other laws. I am afraid the same may be true in 
Canada for marijuana. If, for example, the Government on 
the basis of information decides to make it more difficul 
for access to drugs, and those using drugs refuse to 
follow that law, then it becomes a punitive effect, In 
other words, you must disregard one law, disregarding the 
second law becomes much easier, and so on, and so on. 

Now a final point under this section is, what is the 

role of a Commission in terms of Government decision 
making? We have a very recent example. And it's not 
very encouraging. There was a two year study on 
pornography in the United States where many of their 
social scientists lend their talents to criteria. Twelve 
to fifteen recommended results of the Commission. The 
Commission of course was in favour of a more moderate 
stand on pornography. The vote in the Senate, sixty 
opposed, five in favour of the results. And what did 

the President say on Sunday? That the Commissioners 
were really doing a disservice to the public because 

they came up with objective results. He didn't want 
objective results. Apparently if it happens to be electign 
time he wants results that are consistent with his 
philosophy. And this is my personal concern for a 
Commission such as like yourself. But after you spend 


this time, you come up with a series of recommendations, 
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what is the Government going to do? Suppose it's a month 
before the election, though that shouldn't be a variable 
in a decision making process, but it reg taie will be. 
And it also --- your handbook that came out, The Interim 
Report for example, is an excellent document, one of the 
best I have read yet, and it raises people's expectations 
that other similar resolves or other similar conclusions 
will follow. These expectations may not be fulfilled. 
They may not be fulfilled. That is, you know, as an 
academic, economic, say marijuana is not addictive. It 
might be psychologically but physiologically it is not. 
That's common knowledge, but the general public does not 
call it common knowledge, and unfortunately political 
machinery is responsible to the large body of politicking 
and this is certainly not academic. So that then is the 
first area I want to talk about. Then there's the whole 
messy problem of the Government trying to do anything 
about it. There is so many variables that the Government 
cannot touch that are so central to this decision. The 
second point is on the basis of two limited studies of 
which one of the two I had contact with, there is a 
positive correlation between the usage of marijuana and 
intelligence. In other words, the smarter students use 
marijuana. In other words, if we are going to enforce 
the law as it stands today I will lose my best students. 
It's a positive correlation. Secondly, the only other 
thing we can find positively correlated with the usage o 
marijuana is creativity. So not are we --- not only are 
we making it illegal for the rightist people, but also 


the most native, and where are we going to draw our 
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leaders of tomorrow if it isn't a combination of those tw 
criteria? Creativity, open mindedness and intelligence. 
And I think that what has to be done and in this area 

my Own personal viewpoint is of this legalization of 
marijuana, I will lose half my faculty, most of my students 
and most of my friends. If they don't make marijuana 
legal. The other point is I think we should look at the 
social causes. What drives people, or forces people to 
use marijuana or even harder drugs. And I think it's 
looking at the social causes. For example, a most irre- 
levant educational system. Secondly, little employment 
opportunity. We take at face value in Quebec 15%, that 
is a crime in 1970. I have students with a Doctorate 
degree, fully bilingual cannot get a job. What am I 
supposed to tell them? They go to school for four years 
of college and they have their expectations, but no 
opportunity. The same is true in some professions like 
registered student nurses can't get jobs, accountants 
can't get jobs, engineers can't get jobs. These are 
fully qualified people. What about the backlog of social 
unrest among high school graduates, or high school drop 
outs? Or grade school graduates or grade school drop 
outs? These I think are the fundamental issues, right? 
We were just talking about say, drugs, which 1s a so 
much more complex issue and obviously there are no 

simple solutions to it. But something has to be done, 
and I would suggest calling for further research. I 
think that this Commission has a mandate which is very 
difficult vis-a-vis the Government's approach to its 


Commissions, but I think perhaps this Commission may be qne 
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of the last unless the Government starts to give recommen 
dations to the public. 

THE CHAIRMAN: Thank you. 

THE PUBLIC: Professor, for the benefit of 
the Commission and the people present here, would you 
give your views on a most difficult question. And this i 
what the Supreme Court of the Unites States tells with 
making a Supreme Court decision on the prohibition of 
alcohol in the United States? To what right is society 
justified denying to the numbers at large, substances who 
have potential for abuse by a minority. 

PROF. McPHAIL: That's a very intriguing 
question. I think that people by believing ina 
democratic system are giving that right to that 
Government. Now if the Government cares to carry it 
out, as Abraham Lincolh said, not only do they have a 
right to change the Government, but it might be their 
obligation to revolt against it. 

THE. CHATRMAN: “Welll on: than note, =—> I 
don't know why I said that except it was the last note. 
It's going to be hard to live that one down. 

I would like to declare this Hearing of 
the Commission terminated, and thank everyone for your 
assistance today. And attendance to a long day. It has 
been most helpful to us. I think this was just about 
time we adjourned in Montreal the first time. Thank you 
very much indeed.
